How  the  Library  Serves  the  Public 


I.    l Agencies  and  Activities. 

It  is  not  generally  understood  that  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  utilizes  many  agen- 
cies for  the  distribution  and  use  of  books 
in  addition  to  the  central  building  on  Wash- 
ington street,  and  twenty-six  branches  and 
eighty-seven  delivery  stations  located  in 
many  other  sections  of  the  city.  Nor  have 
the  general  public  more  than  an  incom- 
plete knowledge  of  its  system  of  work 
whereby  more  than  3,000,000  issues  of  books 
for  home  use  are  annually  effected,  and 
200,000  reference  volumes  are  used  a  mil- 
lion times  a  year.  An  average  of  15,532 
persons  for  every  day  of  the  year  repre- 
sents the  patronage  of  the  Library,  and 
relatively  a  small  number  of  these  users 
know  the  full  extent  of  its  resources  of  spe- 
cial interest  to  themselves.  In  the  series  of 
articles  which  will  follow  in  succeeding 
numbers  of  the  Book  Bulletin  the  agencies 
and  activities  of  the  Library  will  be  de- 
scribed, not  in  minute  detail,  but  with  suffi- 
cient elaboration  to  give  to  the  readers  of 
Chicago  a  more  intimate  touch  with  the  in- 
stitution and  its  scope  and  methods  than 
now  obtains. 

The  total  number  of  places  where  books 


are  issued  for  use  at  home  is  488,  and  the 
distribution  of  all  of  these  agencies  with 
the  exception  of  school  deposits  is  shown 
on  the  accompanying  map.  The  agencies 
represented  in  the  service  of  the  Library 
are  the  following: 

1  Central  building. 
26  Branches. 
87  Delivery  stations. 
23  Deposit  stations. 
9  Traveling  library  stations. 
342  School  deposit  stations. 
Of  the  twenty-six  branches,  two  are  lo- 
cated    in     well-equipped     buildings     con- 
structed  for   the    purpose;    fifteen    in   park 
field  houses;  one  in  a  building  designed  as 
a   suburban  railway   station   and   converted 
to   library   use;   two   in   institutional   build- 
ings; five  in  rented  quarters;  one  in  a  school 
building. 

The  branches  in  each  geographical  divi- 
sion of  the  city  number: 

North   Side    2 

South  Side  11 

West  Side   13 

A  glance  at  the  accompanying  map  shows 
that  some  of  the  remoter  sections  of  the 
city  are  seventeen  miles  distant  from  the 
central  district,  and  that  the  agencies  of 
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the  Library  farthest  from  the  central  build- 
ing are  located  at  distances  of  fourteen 
miles  south,  nine  miles  north,  nine  miles 
west  and  thirteen  miles  southwest.  The 
Library  maintains  six  automobile  delivery 
trucks  in  serving  the  numerous  agencies. 

The  activities  of  the  Library,  broadly 
grouped,  embrace  educational,  informational 
and  recreational  features.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  first  feature,  especially  in  co- 
operation with  the  schools  and  through 
local  expedients  such  as  story  hours,  ex- 
hibits and  kindred  by-activities.  In  its  serv- 
ice to  business  men  also,  the  Library  is 
seeking  to  meet  and  to  anticipate  needs  and 
demands. 


The  Story  of  the  Year  in  Figures 

Substantial  gains  were  made  in  every  de- 
partment of  the  Library  during  the  year 
1913. 

The  circulation  again  showed  a  large  in- 
crease over  the  year  preceding,  the  total 
being  3,118,367  as  compared  with  2,907,094 
in  1912;  gain,  211,273. 

Visitors  at  the  Central  building,  includ- 
ing all  departments,  and  at  the  branches, 
numbered  5,672,326.  The  count  was  nec- 
essarily incomplete,  this  number  being 
doubtless  less  than  the  actual  total. 

More  than  50,000  men  and  women  used 
the  Civics  Room,  the  recorded  number 
being  50,016.  The  material  asked  for  com- 
prised the  following:  Pamphlets,  101,730; 
magazines,  19,231;  directories,  20,832;  bound 
newspaper  files,  8,763;  books,  16,415.  The 
Patents  Room  record  included  29,7.57  vis- 
itors, and  126,125  volumes  were  issued  for 
their  consultation. 

The  Main  reference  room  had  a  record 
year,  with  a  total  use  over  the  counter  of 
377,637  volumes  by  144,188.  No  count  was 
kept  of  the  thousands  of  volumes  on  the 
open  shelves  which  were  used  by  patrons. 

In  the  Art  Room  44,173  volumes  were  is- 
sued to  11,782  applicants. 

Applicants  for  cards  required  to  secure 
books  for  home  use  numbered  60,137. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  118 
delivery  stations.  Through  this  source 
811,190  books  were  distributed,  and  131,370 
of  these  went  to  branches,  which  gave  out 
from  their  own  shelves  1,367,329  volumes 
in  addition.  The  26  branches  therefore  cir- 
culated 1,498,699  books  in  all. 

Ten  Deposit  stations,  or  Traveling  libra- 
ries, had  a  total  circulation  of  73,802,  and 
fourteen  Business  house  deposits  added 
130,619  to  the  number  of  volumes  circulated 
by  the  Library. 

School  collections  again  showed  an  ap- 
preciable gain  in  the  class  rooms  whose 
teachers  supervised  their  use.  The  total 
circulation  was  112,992  as  compared  with 


79,994  in  1912,  53,000  in  1911,  25,000  in  1910, 
and  606  in  1909. 


A   New   Library   Catalogue 

A  new  and  completely  revised  Finding 
List  of  books  in  this  Library  on  the  Social 
Sciences  has  been  prepared,  and  is  now  in 
press  and  will  be  issued  on  January  31. 
This  list,  it  is  hoped,  will  serve  as  a  help- 
ful guide  to  the  voluminous  mass  of  ma- 
terial in  the  Library  dealing  with  the  great 
variety  of  subjects  comprehensively  classed 
under  the  term  Social  Sciences.  Broadly 
the  classes  included  are:  Sociology,  together 
with  statistics  and  auxiliary  subjects;  po- 
litical science,  government,  constitutional 
law  and  history,  politics  and  foreign  rela- 
tions; economics,  capital,  wealth,  labor,  pro- 
duction and  distribution,  works  on  eco- 
nomic conditions  and  history  in  various 
countries,  and  allied  topics.'  Applied  or 
practical  sociology  forms  the  third  general 
division,  embracing  social  pathology,  pov- 
erty, crime,  and  preventive  and  meliorative 
methods  and  organizations.  Education  oc- 
cupies very  large  space  in  the  list,  all 
branches  of  the  science,  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  education  being  represented  by  cred- 
itable collections.  Social  life  and  customs, 
including  class  and  group  divisions  of  so- 
ciety and  the  wide  and  interesting  field  of 
popular  customs,  habits  and  costumes, 
makes  up  the  concluding  part. 

This  publication  is  not  intended  to  serve 
as  a  complete  and  exhaustive  catalogue  of 
all  the  material  in  the  Library  upon  these 
numerous  subjects.  It  is  merely  a  finding 
list  of  the  books  and  does  not  cover  maga- 
zine articles  nor  chapters  in  books  or  other 
references  which  will  still  have  to  be  sought 
through  the  card  catalogue  and  the  other 
well-known  aids  and  guides.  It  will  not 
even  be  a  complete  list  of  all  the  books, 
as  under  many  subjects  only  the  more  im- 
portant and  modern  material  could  be  in- 
cluded, and  numerous  titles  which  were 
clearly  out  of  date  were  omitted.  Not- 
withstanding this  policy  of  omission  and 
exclusion  the  list  comprises  nearly  four 
hundred  pages  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  prove 
a  useful  guide  to  patrons  of  the  Library.  It 
will  be  on  sale  after  February  1,  at  the  main 
library  and  branches,  at  25  cents  per  copy.

How  the  Library  Serves  the  Public 


//.    Industrial  and  Commercial  Deposits. 

For  the  convenient  use  of  the  wage- 
earners  living  in  the  remoter  sections  of 
the  city,  who  crowd  the  surface  and  ele- 
vated cars  to  their  maximum  capacity  dur- 
ing the  morning  hours,  and  again  at  dusk, 
the  Chicago  Public  Library  has  installed 
in  the  places  where  they  work  collections 
of  books  numbering  from  300  to  1,500 
volumes.  These  can  be  drawn  for  home 
use  and  exchanged  as  desired  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  like  privileges  as  in  the 
branch  libraries  open  to  the  general  pub- 
lic. 

Cordial  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the 
business  managers  controlling  these  indus- 
trial and  commercial  establishments  has 
made  possible  the  administration  of  the 
business  house  branches  on  a  broad  and 
generous  basis.  The  employees  in  the 
several  factories  or  other  establishments 
number  from  1,000  to  10,000;  without  the 
facilities  thus  offered,  many  thousands  of 
them  would  be  unable  to  use  the  Library 
because  long  distances  between  their  homes 
and  the  nearest  library  agencies  would  prac- 
tically debar  them  from  such  use.  The 
agreement  entered  into  toy  the  Library 
and  each  of  the  business  houses  concerned 
contemplates  the  following  division  of 
service  and  expense: 


The  firm  supplies  adequate  quarters  with 
necessary  equipment  of  shelving  and  furni- 
ture, and  employs  a  competent  librarian  to 
issue  the  books  drawn  for  home  use  by 
their  employees,  and  to  aid  the  latter  in 
such  reference  work  as  their  interest  in 
correspondence  school  courses,  and  evening 
school  courses  or  courses  of  instruction 
financed  by  the  firm,  may  demand.  For 
books  not  represented  in  the  deposit  col- 
lection, choice  may  be  made  of  books  in 
the  Central  collection  of  the  Library,  the 
firm  providing  the  transportation  thereof 
by  one  of  their  wagons  (usually  a  daily 
call). 

The  Library  selects  and  provides  the 
books,  making  exchanges  at  frequent  in- 
tervals to  keep  the  collection  up-to-date 
and  attractive,  and  supplies  sets  of  printed 
finding  lists  to  enable  selection  of  books 
supplemental  to  the  local  collection.  An 
added  service  is  that  of  reference  research 
at  the  main  library  on  questions  of  busi- 
ness information  and  kindred  topics. 

Not  including  the  collections  used  lo- 
cally by  the  Eleanor  Club  and  the  Women's 
Trade  Union  League,  whose  membership 
is  made  up  of  working  girls,  there  are  now 
nineteen  deposit  collections  of  the  charac- 
ter described.  Although  some  of  them 
were  in  operation  but  a  fraction  of  the 
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year,  the  total  circulation  of  books  during 
1913,  excluding  hall  use,  reached  the  large 
total  of  160,812  issues. 

Many  of  the  firms  have  considerably  en- 
larged the  space  devoted  to  their  libraries 
since  these  were  first  installed,  and  have 
shown  great  interest  in  rendering  them  at- 
tractive as  well  as  convenient  for  the  use  of 
their  workers. 

Their  house  organs  devote  space  month- 
ly to  features  of  library  interest,  and  to 
lists  of  books  that  appeal  to  those  who  are 
endeavoring  to  equip  themselves  for  more 
responsible  positions — including  accounting, 
salesmanship,  efficiency  methods,  and  the 
special  information  required  in  departments 
devoted  to  textiles,  ceramics,  electrical  ap- 
pliances, interior  decoration,  window  dis- 
plays, advertising  and  allied  subjects.  Two 
of  the  firms  also  issue  monthly  library  bul- 
letins for  distribution  among  their  em- 
ployees, and  one  of  the  firms  utilizes  the 
back  of  the  menu  cards  in  their  house  lunch 
room  for  like  bulletin  purposes.  Some  of 
the  firms  have  added  to  the  general  col- 
lection encyclopedias,  handbooks,  diction- 
aries and  other  reference  sets. 

From  the  annual  summary  furnished  by 
the  business  house  branch  which  has  the 
largest  deposit  (1,800  volumes),  the  follow- 
ing figures  are  derived: 

Total  circulation  of  books,  32,354. 

Total  magazine  circulation,  11,262. 

Number  of  new  cards  issued,  1,616. 

One  of  the  mercantile  houses  compiles 
a  monthly  summary  of  statistics.  For  the 
final  month  of  the  year,  the  figures  were 
as  follows: 

Books  issued  during  the  month,  4,180. 

Books  issued  during  same  month  last 
year,  3,382. 

Gain  for  the  month,  798. 

Library  Training  Class 

The  sixth  Training  Class  for  preparing 
candidates  for  positions  in  the  Library  serv- 
ice will  open  on  March  16th,  next. 
The  Chicago  Public  Library  is,  of  course, 
a  branch  of  the  municipal  civil  service,  em- 
ployment in  which  is  obtainable  only 
through  examinations  conducted  by  the 
Chicago  Civil  Service  Commission.  Ex- 
aminations for  library  service  are  technical, 
and  presuppose  some  knowledge  of  library 
work,  gained  through  experience,  through 
library  schools,  or  in  training  classes. 

The  course  is  divided  between  instruc- 
tion and  study,  and  practice  work  in  the 
different  departments  of  the  Library  and 
its  branches. 

Candidates  for  this  Training  Class  must 
be  residents  of  Chicago,  and  must  have 
had  at  least  the  equivalent  of  a  high  school 
education.  They  must  be  in  good  physical 
condition,  and  must  possess  satisfactory 


personal  qualifications.  Those  between  the 
ages  of  twenty  and  thirty-five  will  be  given 
preference.  Applicants  must  pass  an  en- 
trance examination  in  history,  literature, 
and  general  information;  this  examination 
will  be  held  at  the  Public  Library  Thurs- 
day, March  5th,  at  nine  o'clock. 

Only  those  are  expected  to  enter  the 
class  who  intend  to  accept  positions  here, 
after  passing  the  Civil  Service  examination 
and  receiving  appointment.  They  must  also 
be  willing  to  take  such  assignments  as 
are  given  them,  even  though  these  may  be 
long  distances  from  home  and  involve  eve- 
ning hours. 

Members  of  the  class  receive  no  com- 
pensation during  the  period  of  training. 
The  salaries  paid  those  who  enter  the  serv- 
ice through  the  official  examinations  usually 
begin  at  $480  a  year  and  are  subject  to 
automatic  increases  based  upon  efficiency. 

Application  blanks,  which  must  be  filled 
out  and  returned  not  later  than  March  1st, 
will  be  supplied  upon  request.  It  is  very 
desirable  that  each  applicant  have  a  per- 
sonal interview  before  that  date  with  the 
Director  of  the  Training  Class,  Miss  Faith 
E.  Smith,  with  whom  appointments  may 
be  made  for  any  hour  between  9:00  a.  m.

How  the  Library  Serves  the  Public 


///.•     Books  and  Readings  for  the  Blind 

In  providing  reading  matter  for  the  pub- 
lic, the  Public  Library  does  not  leave  out  of 
account  those  who  have  been  denied  the 
blessing  of  sight.  It  is  estimated  that  there 
are  in  Chicago  between  2,000  and  2,500 
blind  persons.  For  their  enjoyment,  the 
Library  has  a  collection  of  1,370  volumes  in 
raised  letters.  While  there  is  maintained, 
in  the  north  wing  of  the  main  building  on 
Michigan  Avenue  and  Randolph  Street,  a 
reading  room  where  applicants  are  given 
accommodations,  most  of  the  blind  readers 
use  the  books  in  their  homes.  The  federal 
government,  by  special  enactment  a  few 
years  ago,  exempted  from  cost  of  postage, 
books  for  the  blind  sent  through  the  mails 
by  public  libraries  for  the  use  of  their  pa- 
trons. In  this  way,  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  sends  out  every  year  to  all  parts  of 
the  city  hundreds  of  books  having  the 
raised  characters  which  are  read  by  sense 
of  touch  instead  of  sight. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  seven  or  eight 
different  systems  of  letters  in  raised  form, 
and  as  most  blind  readers  have  acquired 
familiarity  with  but  one,  the  others  are 
sealed  volumes  in  the  case  of  the  individual 
user.  The  systems  principally  used  in  Illi- 
nois are  the  Moon,  which  more  nearly  cor- 


responds to  the  Roman  type,  with  certain 
variations;  and  the  American  Braille,  rep- 
resented by  a  combination  of  embossed 
dots.  Most  of  those  who  have  become 
blind  after  reaching  adult  years  readily  ac- 
quire use  of  the  Moon  system.  Students  of 
statistics  referring  to  the  blind  are  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  of  the  great  pre- 
ponderance of  adults  among  them.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  are  about  80,000  blind 
persons  in  the  United  States.  At  least  64,- 
000  of  these,  80  per  cent,  are  over  21  years 
of  age.  The  great  majority  of  the  adult 
blind  are  living  in  their  own  homes,  yet 
their  condition  renders  them  pathetically 
isolated  even  when  surrounded  by  those 
near  and  dear  to  them,  and  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  overestimate  the  benefit  they 
derive  from  reading  for  themselves  by 
means  of  embossed  letters. 

In  the  institutions  for  the  blind,  usually 
some  system  of  embossed  dots  is  taught. 
Unfortunately,  however,  several  dot  sys- 
tems, diverse  in  underlying  principles  of 
construction  in  many  of  the  characters 
used,  and  sometimes  even  in  meanings  as- 
signed to  the  same  characters,  have  become 
firmly  established  in  this  country  and 
abroad.  Several  great  items  of  loss  are  ex- 
perienced by  blind  readers  as  a  result: 
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First:  The  lessening  of  available  litera- 
ture through  the  duplication  of  titles  in 
different  systems. 

Second:  The  further  limitation  to  readers 
familiar  with  only  one  system,  by  their  in- 
ability to  use  other  systems. 

To  provide  for  as  many  blind  readers  as 
possible,  the  Chicago  Public  Library  has 
acquired  books  embossed  in  the  following 
systems:

The  Jackson  bequest  received  by  the  Li- 
brary a  few  years  ago,  amounting  to  one 
thousand  dollars,  permits  the  purchase  of 
a  few  additional  volumes  annually  from  this 
fund. 

Last  year  there  were  circulated  for  home 
use  2,620  volumes,  and  93  were  used  in  the 
Room  for  the  Blind  at  the  main  Library. 

A  few  months  ago,  through  the  generous 
volunteer  efforts  of  the  Conference  of  Jew- 
ish Women's  Clubs,  comprising  forty-five 
organizations,  free  readings  for  the  blind 
were  instituted  in  the  branch  libraries  on 
two  Saturdays  of  each  month.

A  New  North  Side  Branch 

The  second  branch  library  in  the  north 
division  of  the  city  was  opened  to  the  pub- 
lic on  Saturday,  February  28th,  at  noon.  It 
is  situated  in  that  part  of  the  twenty-fifth 
ward  known  as  Sheridan  Park,  and  has  been 
named  the  Sheridan  Branch.  The  Board 
of  Directors  was  fortunate  in  securing  ex- 
ceptionally well  adapted  quarters  in  a 
double  store  at  4734-4736  Racine  avenue,  at 
the  intersection  of  Broadway,  and  but  a  few 
doors  south  of  Lawrence  avenue.  The  new 
branch  is  thus  located  in  the  heart  of  one 
of  the  most  populous  residence  districts, 
and  is  easily  accessible  from  any  point  on 
the  north  shore. 

Sheridan  Branch  is  handsomely  furnished 
and  equipped  with  about  3,000  volumes,  al- 
most equally  proportioned  between  books 
for  children  and  for  adults.  An  adequate 
and  capable  staff  has  been  placed  in  charge 
and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  Sheri- 
dan will  soon  take  its  place  among  the 
busiest  and  largest  of  the  Library  branches. 
Hours  of  opening  are  from  9:00  a.  m.  to 
9:00  p.  m.  on  week  days,  and  from  2:00 
p.  m.  to  6:00  p.  m.  on  Sundays.  Books  may 
be  drawn  for  home  use  from  the  branch 
shelves  or  from  the  main  library  through 
the  delivery  station  service.  Borrowers' 
cards  will  be  issued  to  applicants,  and  a 
complete  list  of  catalogues  is  on  sale.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
once  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
renewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on  the 
open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which  must 
be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  imediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

The  arrangement  is  generally  alpha- 
betical like  that  of  a  dictionary  or  encyclo- 
pedia. 

Under  the  name  of  an  author,  however, 
the  various  editions,  translations  and 


adaptations  of  each  of  his  works  are 
grouped  together  following  the  title  of  the 
original  work  without  regard  to  strict 
alphabetical  order. 

Under  some  of  the  subjects,  also,  alpha- 
betical arrangement  has  been  modified  or 
changed  to  chronological  or  systematic 
grouping  as  being  better  adapted  to  the 
needs  of  students. 

The  letter  and  number  in  the  upper  left 
hand  corner  of  the  catalog  card  is  the  call 
number  by  which  books  may  be  drawn.  A 
star  (*)  in  the  call  number  denotes  that 
the  book  so  marked  is  for  reference  use 
only  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  from  the 
library  building.

IV:    Book  Needs  of  the  Foreign  Born 

Out  of  a  total  of  882,516  minors  enumer- 
ated in  the  last  school  census  of  Chicago, 
only  278,461  were  children  of  American- 
born  fathers.  According  to  the  last  federal 
census,  there  were  resident  in  Chicago  at 
the  time  1,693,918  white  persons  of  foreign 
birth  or  parentage. 

While  practically  all  the  children  em- 
braced in  these  groups  prefer  to  read  books 
in  English  and  seldom  take  books  in  other 
languages  from  the  Library  except  for  the 
use  of  their  parents,  there  are  thousands  of 
adult  men  and  women  whose  familiarity 
with  the  English  language  is  so  limited 
that  they  would  be  precluded  from  using 
the  Library  if  books  in  their  own  tongues 
were  not  provided.  The  same  census  lists 
the  population  by  countries  of  nativity,  and 
includes  twenty-three  of  them.  This  classi- 
fication gives  no  complete  view  of  the  poly- 
glot character  of  the  population,  for  the 
reason  that  many  sub-divisions  of  countries 
are  merged  with  the  larger  governmental 
units,  and  certain  distinctive  racial  groups 
are  therefore  missing  altogether  from  this 
list;  for  instance,  Bohemians  are  counted 
under  Austria,  Poles  under  Russia,  etc. 
Croatians,  Lithuanians,  Letts,  Slovaks,  and 
a  number  of  other  dialectic  groups  largely 
represented  in  Chicago  do  not  have  sepa- 
rate enumeration.  There  are  more  Bo- 
hemians in  Chicago  than  Prague  can  mus- 
ter; there  are  more  Italians  here  than  can 
be  counted  in  Florence  or  Venice;  there 
are  doubtless  more  Irish  than  Dublin  pos- 
sesses, and  the  Poles  in  Chicago  outnum- 
ber those  in  the  leading  city  of  Poland. 
The  Swedes  of  Chicago,  if  gathered  to- 
gether, would  nearly  duplicate  Stockholm's 
population. 

Books  in  seventeen  different  languages 
are  obtainable  from  the  central  collection 
of  the  Library,  or  by  delivery  at  the 
branches  or  stations.  At  the  Main  building. 


one  section  of  the  Open  Shelf  department 
is  given  over  to  special  collections  in  Ger- 
man, French,  Swedish,  Dano-Norwegian, 
Yiddish,  Italian,  Bohemian,  Polish  and 
Lettish.  In  addition  there  are  in  the  Li- 
brary, books  in  the  following  languages: 
Spanish,  Portuguese,  Dutch,  Russian,  Hun- 
garian, Lithuanian,  Welsh,  Japanese  and 
Chinese.  Altogether,  the  books  in  foreign 
languages,  including  special  deposit  collec- 
tions in  some  of  the  branches,  number 
62,241. 

Deposit  collections  placed  in  some  of  the 
branches  are  taken  from  the  main  collec- 
tion and  are  selected  with  special  reference 
to  the  foreign  groups  to  be  served  in  locali- 
ties tributary  to  the  particular  branches 
where  these  smaller  collections  may  be 
drawn  upon.  The  principal  deposit  collec- 
tions are  located  in  branch  libraries  as  fol- 
lows:

So  great  is  the  demand  at  some  of  the 
branches,  that  the  shelves  set  aside  for 
foreign  books  are  nearly  always  empty, 
volumes  being  borrowed  as  fast  as  they 
are  returned.  The  Library  is  preparing  to 
add  about  6,000  volumes  in  foreign  lan- 
guages during  1914,  but  this  supply  will 
fall  far  short  of  the  demand.  It  is  also 
planned  to  issue  the  following  finding  lists 
during  the  year: 
German — complete  revision. 
French — additions. 

Slavic  languages — a  consolidated  revision. 
Yiddish — revision. 
Russian — a  new  list. 
Modern  Greek — a  new  list. 
Lettish — a  new  list. 

Some  of  the  minor  deposit  collections  in 
commercial  and  industrial  establishments 
also  include  books  in  foreign  languages, 
and  all  of  them  are  used  a  great  deal.  At 
the  headquarters  of  the  Woman's  Trade 
Union  League,  similar  collections  are  on 
deposit,  many  of  the  young  women  who 
frequent  these  quarters  being  wholly  unable 
to  read  English.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  the 
books  in  foreign  tongues  have  a  liberal  in- 
clusion of  material  on  citizenship,  natural- 
ization, etc.,  and  there  are  volumes  dealing 
with  the  history  and  customs  of  the  United 
States.  Books  of  this  character  are  eagerly 
read. 

The  need  for  the  distribution  of  the  for- 
eign books  through  the  branch  and  other 
deposits  is  shown  by  interesting  population 
maps — one  prepared  by  the  survey  stu- 
dents of  the  McCormick  Theological  sem- 
inary; another  by  Miss  Renee  Stern,  libra- 
rian of  the  School  of  Civics,  and  a  third 
for  local  use  at  the  Library.  These  show 
in  striking  form  the  varied  population  of 
Chicago,  like  islands  of  different  nation- 
alities scattered  over  the  area.  The  most 
numerous  are  the  Yiddish  groups,  while  the 
largest  are  the  Bohemian,  Polish  and  Italian 
groups.  In  the  three  geographical  divisions 


of   the   city,   there   are   distinct   population 
colonies  as  follows: 

West  Side — German  and  Scandinavian, 
Polish,  Bohemian,  Jewish,  Italian,  Greek, 
mixed  foreign,  Armenian,  Bulgarian. 

North  Side — German,  Scandinavian  and 
German,  mixed  foreign,  Italian,  Servian, 
Polish,  Hungarian. 

South  Side — Polish,  Jewish,  Lithuanian, 
Italian,  mixed  foreign,  Scandinavian,  Ger- 
man, Hungarian,  Croatian,  Greek,  Servian. 

There  are  also  a  number  of  well-defined 
negro  districts  in  the  three  divisions,  the 
colored  people  numbering,  according  to  the 
last  count,  44,103,  of  whom  25,760  are  listed 
as  black,  and  18,343  as  mulatto.  This  is 
almost  as  large  a  colored  population  as 
may  be  found  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  or  Rich- 
mond, Virginia.  The  negroes  are  numer- 
ically stronger  in  Chicago  than  in  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  or  St.  Louis, 
Mo.  No  special  provision  for  them  has 
been  undertaken  by  the  Library,  but  many 
of  them  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges 
at  the  Main  and  a  number  of  the  branch 
libraries.  .

A  Department  of  Music 


Music  lovers  will  welcome  the  announce- 
ment that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Public  Library  has  ordered  the  installa- 
tion of  a  Department  of  Music  to  comprise 
a  practical  selection  of  orchestral  and  vocal 
scores  and  of  the  standard  compositions  and 
classical  collections  for  various  instruments. 
The  subject  was  presented  at  the  meeting 
of  April  13th  by  Director  Oscar  G.  Mayer 
in  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
unanimously  adopted,  and  which  are  re- 
printed here  because  of  the  interesting  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  the  plan,  and 
of  local  musical  conditions  and  needs,  con- 
tained in  the  preamble: 

"The  importance  of  the  public  interest 
in  music  has  grown  with  such  rapidity 
during-  the  past  generation  that  its  special 
needs  are  demanding  attention  from  the 
public  libraries.  Everybody  knows  some- 
thing of  music  as  an  art,  but  music  as  a 
business  has  recently  begun  to  force  con- 
sideration from  commercial  bodies  be- 
cause they  have  discovered  that  its  vol- 
ume represents  too  large  a  sum  to  be 
ignored.  Several  investigations  have  been 
made  of  the  subject  by  different  agencies, 


including  the  Commercial  Association  of 
Chicago,  and  though  some  important  fac- 
tors are  lacking,  through  the  impossibility 
of  gathering  definite  statistics,  yet  enough 
has  been  found  so  that  all  are  in  substan- 
tial agreement  as  to  the  sum  total:  that  is 
more  than  thirty  millions  each  year  in  the 
City  of  Chicago. 

"As  a  manufacturing  center  of  musical 
instruments  Chicago  is  the  second  city 
in  the  country,  producing  each  year  one 
hundred  thousand  pianos,  to  the  value 
of  $14,000,000. 

"The  people  of  Chicago  spend  each 
year  for  instruction  in  music  something 
like  $2,000,000;  for  the  purchase  of  the 
printed  notes,  $1,500,000 ;  for  the  opera,  sym- 
phony concerts,  recitals  of  artists  and 
choral  societies,  $1,000,000.  Instruments 
of  all  kinds,  pianos,  violins,  talking  ma- 
chines, etc.,  are  purchased  by  our  people 
for  their  own  use  to  the  amount  of  about 
$10,000,000. 

"The  standard  classics  of  the  literature 
of  music  have  been  published  in  such 
form  as  has  made  the  price  moderate. 
The  classic  literature  of  the  piano  from 
Bach  to  Brahms,  including  all  the  im- 
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portant  masters,  Handel,  Haydn,  Mozart, 
Beethoven,  Schubert,  Schumann,  Chopin, 
Liszt  and  Grieg  would  not  cost  above 
$250.00.  A  casual  list  was  made  for  piano 
solo,  piano  arrangements  of  four  hands, 
of  overtures  and  symphonies,  piano  and 
violin  and  piano  with  other  instruments — an 
excellent  practical  music  library,  which 
amounted  to  more  than  six  hundred 
volumes,  and  would  cost  but  $300.00. 

"The  value  of  such  a  library  to  the 
music  lovers  can  be  judged  from  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  opera  scores  which  are 
now  at  their  command. 

"An  excellent  library  of  the  song 
classics  would  not  cost  more  than  a  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  the  standard  oratorios 
would  amount  to  about  as  much  more. 

"For  $2,000.00  a  music  selection  of  the 
utmost  practical  value  could  be  pur- 
chased, and  this  would  include  a  large 
number  of  full  orchestral  scores  of  some 
of  the  most  important  works  in  the  art. 
To  the  Library  this  would  be  relatively  a 
small  sum,  but  it  would  give  to  the  student 
an  opportunity  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance. It  may  be  doubted  whether  there 
be  any  way  in  which  the  Library  by  the 


expenditure  of  such  a  sum  of  money 
could  perform  a  vital  service  for  so  large 
a  part  of  the  community. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Li- 
brary be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
quested to  use  such  portion  of  the 
Beecher  fund  as  was  set  aside  for  book 
purchases  in  the  January  apportionment 
for  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  of  books 
and  material  on  music,  embracing  operas, 
orchestral  scores,  piano  scores  and  kin- 
dred printed  material. 

"Resolved  Further,  That  such  unappro- 
priated balance  as  remains  in  the  Beecher 
income  fund  be  added  to  the  amount 
above  contemplated. 

"Resolved  Further,  That  in  making  ini- 
tial selection  the   Committee  on  Library 
be   requested  to   call   into   counsel   such 
representative  musicians  and  music  lovers 
as   in   their  judgment  will  best  promote 
the  purpose  of  these  resolutions." 
A  favorable   report  on  these  resolutions 
by  the  Committee  on  Library  at  the  next 
meeting,  April  27th,  led  to  the  action  creat- 
ing the   music  library  and  making  an  ap- 
propriation therefor.     Steps  will  be   taken 
in   the   near   future   to   carry   out   the  pro- 
visions of  this  order. 


Library  Books  by  Parcel  Post 


By  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors the  Chicago  Public  Library  has  insti- 
tuted a  parcel  post  delivery  available  to 
any  patron  desirous  of  having  books  sent 
directly  to  his  home.  The  conditions  ap- 
plicable to  this  system  have  been  made  as 
simple  as  possible,  with  due  regard  to  effi- 
ciency and  the  proper  care  of  the  books. 
They  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows: 

Any  registered  borrower,  upon  deposit- 
ing one  dollar  to  cover  the  cost  of  mailing 
books,  may  participate  in  this  service,  sub- 
ject to  the  general  rules  of  the  Library 
governing  book  loans.  A  receipt  card  will 
be  furnished,  and  the  various  charges  for 
postage  will  be  punched  on  this  card  so 
that  it  will  at  all  times  show  the  balance  to 
the  credit  of  the  borrower. 

Loan  period  (two  weeks)  begins  on  date 
of  mailing,  not  date  of  arrival  at  destina- 
tion. In  like  manner  loan  period  ends  on 
date  of  return  mailing,  said  date  in  case  of 
doubt  to  be  determined  by  the  postmark. 
Fines  for  over-due  books  will  be  assessed 
in  accordance  with  this  rule. 

In  all  cases  of  doubt  or  dispute  the  Library 
records  must  be  accepted  as  accurate  and 
conclusive  evidence. 

Responsibility  for  losses  or  damages  inci- 
dental to  transportation  must  be  borne  by 
the  borrower. 

Shipment  of  books  will  be  made  only 
when  the  card  accompanies  the  order.  One 


renewal  for  additional  two  weeks  is  per- 
mitted. When  renewal  is  desired,  books 
need  not  be  sent  in,  but  borrower's  card 
must  be  mailed  for  restamping. 

Books  returned  by  parcel  post  must  be 
securely  wrapped  and  tied,  but  not  sealed. 
Damages  or  excess  postage  charges  caused 
by  careless  wrapping  will  be  assessed 
against  the  sender.  Sender's  name  and  ad- 
dress preceded  by  the  word  "From"  must 
appear  on  the  wrapper. 

No  book  will  be  mailed  from  the  Library 
unless  balance  remaining  on  deposit  is  suffi- 
cient to  cover  all  charges.  When  credit 
balance  falls  below  ten  cents,  borrower  will 
be  notified,  to  permit  prompt  remittance 
for  renewal  of  deposit.  Postage  for  corre- 
spondence relating  to  parcel  post  ship- 
ments will  be  charged  against  deposit. 

The  borrowers  are  requested  to  state  on 
their  orders  the  limit  of  time  in  which 
books  will  be  of  use,  in  case  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  send  them  promptly  because  in 
circulation  at  the  time  of  request.  Books 
may  be  sent  from  or  to  Library  by  parcel 
post  at  the  following  rates:

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How  the  Library  Serves  the  Public 


V.  Department  of  Arts  and  Crafts 
On  the  fifth  floor  of  the  Central  build- 
ing, Chicago  Public  Library,  is  located  a 
department  which,  for  want  of  a  more  de- 
scriptive term,  is  called  the  Art  Room. 
Here  between  covers  of  leather  or  of  buck- 
ram may  be  found  a  wealth  of  graphic 
material  dealing  with  the  fine  arts,  with  his- 
toric ornaments,  industrial  design  and  the 
related  topics  that  make  an  appeal  to  the 
art  student,  the  architect,  the  craftsman,  the 
designer  and  the  average  citizen  who  is 
interested  in  such  subjects  as  book-making, 
old  time  furniture,  jewelry,  rugs,  the  de- 
velopment of  painting  and  sculpture,  the 
theatre  and  the  arts  and  letters  in  their 
varied  specialized  departments.  The  books 
range  in  size  from  fat  little  duodecimos  to 
stately  elephant  folios,  and  there  are  also 
many  hundreds  of  portfolios  containing  in  de- 
tached form  reproductions  from  the  master- 
pieces of  the  world  and  modern  adaptations  rep- 
resenting all  the  fine  arts  and  the  art  crafts. 
It  is  a  varied  collection  as  well  as  a  valua- 
ble one,  for  here  are  grouped  most  of  the 
rare  and  costly  works  which  the  Library 
possesses.  A  bequest  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars from  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  H.  Ryder  has 
enabled  the  Library  to  acquire  these  fine 
examples  of  book-making  and  rare  treas- 
ures in  graphic  form  by  applying  the  in- 
come derived  annually  from  the  investment 
of  this  fund  towards  the  purchase  of  books 
for  this  special  department.  There  has 
been  built  up  in  consequence  a  collection 
which  is  particularly  strong  in  the  lines 
of  industrial  design  and  ornament,  and 
which  is  used  constantly  by  students,  archi- 
tects and  craftsmen  who  realize  the  com- 
mercial possibilities  contained  therein. 
During  the  past  year  a  thousand  persons  a 
month  made  use  of  the  material  in  this  de- 
partment, some  of  them  spending  many 
hours  in  tracing  designs,  in  copying  from 
the  reproductions  or  in  noting  suggestions 
applicable  to  their  own  work.  A  total  of 
44,173  volumes  was  issued  to  these  appli- 
cants during  the  past  year.  In  connec- 
tion with  the  Art  Room,  accommodations 
have  been  provided  for  those  who  desire  to 
use  cameras  to  copy  pictures  or,  as  is  fre- 
quently done,  to  secure  facsimiles  of  printed 
pages  of  some  of  the  rare  works  in  the 
Library. 

While  the  current  numbers  of  the  lead- 
ing magazines  and  illustrated  periodicals 
dealing  with  art  subjects  are  kept  on  file, 
the  main  body  of  the  material  is  to  be  found  in 
the  large  collection  of  books  which  are 
available  upon  request,  subject  to  such  con- 
ditions as  will  safeguard  the  use  of  rare 
and  costly  volumes  such  as  these.  A  few

One  of  the  most  interesting  sections  of 
the  department  is  that  which  deals  with 
the  development  and  progress  of  book-mak- 
ing from  the  manuscript  era  to  the  pres- 
ent day.  There  are  facsimiles  exquisitely 
reproduced  in  color  of  some  of  the  famous 
manuscripts  of  the  world,  including  Queen 
Anne's  Prayer  Book,  and  the  Grimani 
Breviary.  There  is  also  a  facsimile  of  the 
Gutenberg  Bible  with  its  remarkable  orna- 
mentation showing  the  exact  appearance  of 
the  first  book  printed  from  movable  types 
nearly  five-hundred  years  ago. 

Many  business  houses  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  possibilities  of  the  material 
to  be  found  here  to  secure  suggestions  for 
window  dressing,  for  advertising,  for  manu- 
facturing novelties  and  otherwise.  Lecturers 
have  also  found  the  material  useful  for  their 
purposes,  many  thousands  of  slides  having  been 
reproduced  from  the  illustrations  selected  by 
them.  The  practical  application  of  this  ma- 
terial to  the  use  of  business  men  may  be  gath- 
ered from  the  following  brief  list  noted 
within  a  recent  period  by  the  custodians  of 
the  room.

Excellently  lighted,  commodious  and 
quiet,  this  room  is  in  every  detail  admirably 
adapted  to  its  functions,  and  forms  one  of 
the  most  interesting  departments  of  the 
Library. 

Many   Questions,  and  a  Few  Answers 

From  many  hundreds  of  questions  which 
pour  regularly  into  the  Reference  Depart- 
ment of  the  Library,  a  selection  is  herewith 
made  of  some  which  call  for  answers  of 
interest  to  others  than  the  individual  querist. 
Owing  to  the  heavy  demands  upon  the 
time  of  the  reference  staff,  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  restrict  search  for 
elusive  poetical  quotations  to  the  printed 
indexes  and  concordances,  as  otherwise 
hours  of  time  would  have  to  be  expended 
in  tracing  a  couplet  or  quatrain  to  its 
obscure  lair.  Even  when  the  author  is 
known,  it  is  a  formidable  task  to  locate 
the  exact  place  whence  a  certain  line  or 
two  has  been  extracted.  In  the  hope,  how- 
ever, that  some  reader  of  the  Bulletin  may 
identify  the  authorship  or  place  of  fugitive 
rhymes  and  verses,  appeals  for  aid  of  this 
nature  will  be  printed  in  these  columns,  and 
replies  will  be  forwarded  to  inquirers.

How  the  Library  Serves  the  Public 


VI:  Civics  Room,  and  Document  Department 
Millions  of  public  documents  are  printed 
every  year.  Tons  of  them  are  never  taken 
from  their  wrappers  by  the  recipients;  addi- 
tional tons  are  in  storage  in  the  basements 
of  public  buildings  in  Washington,  and  are 
sent  to  the  paper  mills  as  they  accumulate 
beyond  storage  capacity.  Single  copies, 
and  in  some  instances  duplicates,  of  these 
thousands  of  publications,  are  ranged  on 
the  shelves  of  libraries.  It  is  in  these  in- 
stitutions that  the  best  and  the  largest  use 
is  made  of  the  valuable  material  which 
Uncle  Sam  puts  into  print,  and  it  is  here 
that  by  means  of  indexes  and  catalogs,  in- 
formation which  would  otherwise  be  buried 
is  rendered  accessible. 

Today  the  government  of  the  United 
States  is  the  greatest  publisher  in  the 
world.  The  government  printing  office  is 
the  finest  and  best-equipped  in  the  world, 
and  no  nation  approaches  this  country  in 
the  effort  to  enlighten  its  people  through 
the  medium  of  printer's  ink.  Nearly  six 
million  dollars  has  been  appropriated  this 
year  to  maintain  the  government  printing 
office.  At  enormous  additional  cost  for  ex- 
pert service,  the  government  secures  the 


material  for  its  publications  on  all  sorts  of 
subjects.  Some  of  the  publications  are  in 
the  form  of  portly  books,  some  are  bulle- 
tins, some  are  circulars,  and  an  important 
section  comprises  maps.  Vital  discoveries 
and  experiments  of  interest  to  farmers, 
manufacturers,  educators,  and  business  men 
are  included. 

The  Chicago  Public  Library,  being  a 
designated  depository,  receives  the  govern- 
ment publications  as  issued.  The  states 
also  issue  documents,  and  the  important 
ones  on  subjects  concerning  labor,  indus- 
trial interests  and  public  utilities,  the  Li- 
brary makes  special  efforts  to  secure.  This 
is  also  the  case  with  important  municipal 
documents,  dealing  with  a  multiplicity  of 
topics  which  are  the  outgrowth  of  the  com- 
plex problems  now  before  the  large  city 
communities. 

In  addition  to  the  federal,  state,  munici- 
pal and  foreign  documents,  the  Civics 
Room  collections  embrace  a  great  mass  of 
related  material  in  the  form  of  pamphlets, 
magazine  references  and  clippings  from  the 
leading  newspapers  of  the  world.  Of  the 
topics  which  are  well  represented  in  the 
pamphlet  boxes  which  line  the  shelves  on 
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two  sides  of  the  room,  the  following  are 
typical:

During  the   past  year,   the   patrons  who 

used  the  Civics  Room  numbered  50,016. 
Their  demands  embraced  the  following  ma- 
terial: City,  'business  and  special  direc- 
tories consulted,  20,832;  magazines  on  edu- 
cation, economics  and  sociology  issued, 
19,231;  books  on  these  subjects  issued,  16,- 
415;  pamphlets  issued,  110,850.

Two  legal  holidays  occurring  before  that 
time  give  rise  to  the  following  announce- 
ment: 

The  Library  will  'be  closed  in  all  of  its 
departments  and  branches  on  Independ- 
ence Day,  Saturday,  July  4th. 

On  Labor  Day,  Monday,  Sept.  7th,  the 
reference  and  reading  rooms  will  be  open 
from  nine  a.  m.  until  six  p.  m.,  the  circu- 
lating department  being  closed.  The 
branches  will  be  open  from  two  until  six 
p.  m.  on  that  day. 
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Vacation  and  Summer  Cards 
Beginning  June  15th,  and  available  until 
September  1st,  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
will  issue  a  Vacation  Card  to  any  regis- 
tered reader  who  makes  personal  applica- 
tion therefor  at  the  Main  Library  or  at  any 
of  the  twenty-six  branches  maintained  by 
the  Library  Board.  The  privileges  repre- 
sented by  this  card,  which  is  intended  pri- 
marily for  readers  who  expect  to  spend  a 
prolonged  period  on  vacation  trips  outside 
the  city,  entitle  the  holder  to  the  use  of  ten 
books  at  one  time  (not  more  than  half  of 
which  may  be  novels),  for  such  time  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  the  limit  as  may  be  re- 
quired. No  renewal  is  necessary  within 
such  period,  but  the  books  must  be  returned 
before  the  final  limit  set  by  the  regulations 
covering  their  use. 

In  order  that  residents  of  Chicago  who 
are  unable  to  leave  their  daily  work  for  the 
country,  or  otherwise  find  it  impossible  or 
inconvenient  to  spend  their  vacations  else- 
where, may  enjoy  to  the  fullest  extent  the 
resources  of  the  Library  with  the  least  in- 
convenience in  the  procurement  of  the 
books  from  the  Main  Library  or  its 
branches,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  first  time  to  issue  to  those  who  apply 
in  person  for  such  privilege  the  use  of  what 
is  to  be  known  as  a  Summer  Card.  On  this 
card  there  may  be  drawn  at  one  time  not  to 
exceed  five  books  in  any  department  of 
literature  whether  fiction  or  non-fiction  and 
these  may  be  retained  one  full  calendar 
month  without  the  customary  renewal  fea- 
ture after  having  had  the  book  two  weeks. 
As  this  new  feature  of  ready  use  of  books 
with  the  least  attachment  of  red  tape  prom- 
ises to  be  popular,  and  as  the  consequent 
use  of  these  cards  will  probably  be  consid- 
erable, a  special  attendant  will  be  provided 
at  the  Information  Desk  to  respond  to  such 
demands  as  may  come  from  this  source. 
The  books  obtained  on  this  card,  inasmuch 
as  they  may  be  retained  the  full  calendar 
month,  may  not  be  renewed  and  in  justice 
to  other  patrons  seven-day  books  will  not 
be  given  out  on  the  Summer  Card. 

These  special  privileges  are  limited  to  the 
less  busy  seasons  in  the  Library,  as  it  would 
not  be  possible  to  extend  the  duration  of 
the  period  to  the  winter  months  for  lack 
of  a  sufficient  number  of  books  to  meet 
the  demand  at  that  time.  The  largest  cir- 
culation, as  shown  by  an  experience  of 
forty  years,  is  recorded  during  the  months 
of  December,  January,  February  and  March, 
while  less  reading  appears  to  be  done  dur- 
ing July  and  August  than  at  any  other 
season  of  the  year. 


During  July  and  August  all  of  the  branch 
libraries  will  remain  closed  all  day  on  Sun- 
days.

The  Board  of  Directors  has  authorized 
the  opening  of  a  Foreign  Room  which  will 
make  possible  the  installation  of  a  collec- 
tion of  25,000  volumes  in  the  various  conti- 
nental languages  for  open  access  and  con- 
venient examination,  similar  to  the  much- 
appreciated  Open  Shelf  section  on  the  De- 
livery Floor.  Unfortunately,  the  space  avail- 
able will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  entire  for- 
eign section  of  the  Library,  which  now 
numbers  some  80,000  volumes,  but  a  repre- 
sentative collection  in  each  language,  the 
classics  and  standards,  together  with  the 
latest  accessions,  will  be  placed  in  the  new 
room,  which  is  located  on  the  fourth  floor 
on  the  west  side  of  the  south  corridor  ad- 
joining the  Thomas  Hughes  Room  for 
Young  People.  Further  announcement  will 
be  made  when  the  room  is  ready  for  open- 
ing, which  will  be  as  soon  as  the  necessary 
shelves  and  furniture  are  received. 


During  the  summer  large  collections  of 
the  newest  books  in  German,  French,  Rus- 
sian and  Polish  have  been  received  and 
these  are  being  prepared  for  circulation  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  Order  lists  were  also 
in  preparation  for  similar  purchases  of  Bo- 
hemian and  Yiddish  books,  but  the  receipt 
of  these  will  be  seriously  delayed,  if  not 
indefinitely  postponed  by  the  unsettled  con- 
ditions in  Europe.  All  importations  of 
books  have  practically  stopped,  for  the 
present,  and  only  a  few  of  the  European 
newspapers  and  periodicals  are  being  re- 
ceived, and  these  only  irregularly  and  after 
much  delay.  Among  other  things,  this 
state  of  affairs  will  cause  the  postponement 
of  the  issue  of  a  revised  finding  list  of  Ger- 
man books,  which  was  in  progress,  but 
which  cannot  be  finished  until  numerous 
additional  volumes  can  be  secured  to  fill 
gaps,  to  replace  worn-out  and  obsolete 
works,  and  to  bring  the  collection  com- 
pletely up  to  date. 
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It  will  be  necessary,  also — and  mainly  for 
the  above  mentioned  reasons — to  defer  the 
opening  of  the  Music  Room  for  at  least 
one  month  from  September  first,  the  date 
originally  fixed.  Only  about  one-half  of  the 
splendid  and  comprehensive  list  selected  by 
the  musical  critics  of  three  local  newspapers 
could  be  secured  in  this  country,  and  not 
all  of  that  portion  has  yet  been  received. 


The  cataloging  and  binding  of  the  volumes 
at  hand  is  going  forward  with  all  possible 
speed  and,  if  it  transpires  that  the  orders 
placed  in  Europe  cannot  be  filled  within  a 
reasonable  time,  the  room  will  be  opened 
with  the  part  of  the  collection  now  avail- 
able, the  outstanding  portion  being  added 
as  received. 


The  European  War 

Below  is  a  brief  list  of  books  on  some  phases  of  the  European  situation,  which 
are  offered  as  suggestions  to  the  student  and  general  reader.  The  present  list  is  largely 
composed  of  works  on  the  general  aspects  of  war  and  peace,  and  of  European  inter- 
national relations  and  politics.  Only  a  few  of  the  newer  books  descriptive  of  life  and 
conditions  in  the  several  countries  involved  have  been  included.  The  Library  is,  of 
course,  amply  equipped  with  the  literature  of  travel  and  description  and  patrons  are 
referred  to  the  finding  lists  and  to  the  card  catalogs  for  a  complete  survey  of  this 
class.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  prepare  for  the  suddenly  increased  interest  in  these 
subjects  by  the  addition  of  many  duplicate  copies  in  the  main  library  as  well  as  in  all 
of  the  branches,  but  these  have  been  only  partially  successful  because  the  stocks  of  the 
booksellers  themselves  have  been  quickly  exhausted  under  the  heavy  and  unanticipated 
demands  of  the  general  public,  and  library  orders  have  in  some  cases  been  returned  un- 
filled. The  indulgence  and  consideration  of  readers  must  therefore  be  invoked  and  it 
is  for  this  reason  that  attention  is  called  to  the  catalogs,  with  the  aid  of  which,  it  is 
hoped,  they  will  be  able  to  find  material  which,  if  not  their  first  choice,  will  still  prove 
useful  and  adequate.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on  the 
open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which  must 
be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

For  want  of  indexes,  they  are  difficult  to 
find  when  wanted.  To  supply  this  want,  in 
part,  a  card  file  has  been  begun  in  the  Civics 
Room  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  con- 
taining in  brief  compass  a  variety  of  infor- 
mation on  all  sorts  of  subjects  in  form  that 
can  be  consulted  readily. 

The  "Facts  and  Figures  Index"  was  sug- 
gested by  experience  growing  out  of  de- 
mands for  out-of-the-way  information  not 
readily  procurable  from  usual  sources,  and 
the  finding  of  which  has  in  some  instances 
involved  hours  of  search.  Some  sample 
questions  chosen  at  random  from  a  week's 
list  of  inquiries  will  serve  to  indicate  the 
difficulty  of  quickly  supplying  answers  from 
the  standard  reference  books: 

1.  How  much  food  the  nations  at  war  con- 
sume and  how  much  the  United  States 
uses  of  its  own  crops  and  how  much  it 
sends  to  warring  nations. 

2.  Socialism  in  America. 

3.  Rise  of  real  estate  values. 


4.  Preparation  of  peanuts  for  market. 

5.  Number    of   buildings    put   up    in    large 
cities  in  1913. 

6.  What  states  have  the  two-cent  railway 
fare? 

7.  What   are   the    regulations   for   packing 
motion  picture  films  for  shipping? 

8.  Number    of    deaths    from    fire    in    the 
United  States. 

9.  Number  of  deaths  from  alcohol. 
10.  Parent-teacher  associations. 

The  material  in  the  "Facts  and  Figures 
Index"  is  kept  on  cards  5x8  in  size,  indexed 
by  means  of  suitable  subject  headings.  On 
these  cards  are  pasted  clippings  and  ex- 
tracts derived  from  many  sources — news- 
papers, magazines,  pamphlets  and  othjer 
printed  ephemera.  In  all  cases  there  are 
added  source  of  clipping  and  date  of  pub- 
lication, with  notation  of  location  where  ad- 
ditional facts  may  be  found  if  the  card  space 
is  insufficient  to  contain  the  entire  article 
or  extract.  Something  of  the  range  em- 
braced may  be  gathered  from  the  few  sam- 
ples here  given  by  title:

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  book*  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  mutt  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on  the 
open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which  must 
be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

The  Music  Room 


The  Music  Room  is  now  open  to  the 
public.  It  is  situated  in  the  southwest  cor- 
ner of  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Main  Library 
building,  adjoining  the  Thomas  Hughes 
Room  for  young  people.  It  is  equipped 
with  suitable  shelving  and  tables,  and  at 
present  contains  about  2,100  bound  volumes 
of  music  scores  and  about  one  thousand 
pieces  of  sheet  music  reinforced  and  sewed 
in  flexible  covers.  All  of  this  music  is  avail- 
able for  home  circulation  on  practically 
the  same  conditions  as  govern  the  issue 
of  books  from  other  departments,  with  the 
following  variations:  A  special  music  card 
will  be  issued  on  demand  to  every  card- 
holder of  record,  and  every  applicant  for 
library  cards  is  entitled  to  the  music  card 
in  addition  to  the  fiction  and  non-fiction 
cards  »  >w  issued.  Music  cards  will,  how- 
ever, be  issued  in  the  Music  Room,  not  at 
the  Registration  Desk,  and  patrons  will  be 
required  to  show  their  book  cards  when 
applying  for  the  special  card  in  the  Music 
Room.  The  room  is  open  from  9  a.  m.  to 
8:30  p.  m. 

One  bound  volume  of  music  will  be   is- 
sued  on   each   music   card   for  a  period   of 


four  weeks,  but  without  renewal.  The  usual 
fine  of  three  cents  a  day  will  be  charged 
for  failure  to  return  within  this  period. 

Sheet  music  will  be  issued  at  the  rate 
of  five  pieces  on  each  music  card,  and  for 
two  weeks  only,  without  renewal.  A  fine  of 
one  cent  a  day  will  be  charged  for  each 
piece  overdue.  Sheet  music  and  bound 
volumes  will  not  be  issued  at  the  same  time 
on  the  same  card. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  record  here  the  names 
of  the  three  eminent  musical  critics  to 
whose  expert  knowledge  and  active  co-op- 
eration the  music  lovers  of  Chicago  are  in- 
debted for  the  excellent  collection  which 
has  been  assembled.

When  the  Music  Room  was  first  planned, 
last  spring,  it  was  decided  to  invite  the 
assistance  of  these  representative  musicians 
in  selecting  the  works  to  be  included.  They 
responded  to  the  invitation  with  enthusiasm 
and  entered  upon  the  task  with  the  great- 
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est  interest.  After  several  conferences  in 
which  the  general  scope  of  a  music  library 
for  popular  use  was  definitely  fixed,  lists 
were  compiled  by  each  of  these  three  gen- 
tlemen independently,  and  these  were 
brought  together,  copied  and  tabulated  and 
out  of  them  grew  the  official  order  list,  the 
purchase  of  which  was  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  June.  All  of  the 
titles  recommended  were  ordered  pur- 
chased, but  only  that  part  of  the  entire  or- 
der procurable  in  this  country  has  been 
received,  since  conditions  in  Europe  have 
prevented  the  importation  of  those  works 
which  had  to  be  ordered  abroad.  Thus  the 
present  collection  comprises  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  whole  recommended  list  and 
some  serious  gaps  may  still  be  noticed, 
which  are  attributable  to  the  circumstances 
mentioned.  The  splendid  judgment  and 
taste  of  the  selectors  will,  however,  be 
clearly  apparent  to  patrons  who  examine 
the  array  of  volumes  now  on  the  shelves, 
and  the  missing  portion  will  be  added 
promptly  upon  its  arrival. 

The  plan  as  outlined  and  carried  into  ef- 
fect contemplated  a  home  collection  of  mu- 
sic, adapted  to  the  skill  and  proficiency  of 
the  average  performer.  The  largest  space 
has  been  given  to  the  literature  of  the  more 
commonly  used  instruments:  piano,  violin, 
violoncello,  and  the  like.  Music  for  groups 
of  instruments,  "chamber  music,"  from 
duets  to  octets  and  even  nonets,  in  va- 
rious instrumental  combinations,  form  a 
large  division.  A  selection  of  the  standard 
concertos,  for  study  purposes,  will  also  be 
found.  Full  orchestral  scores  and  works 
involving  a  degree  of  virtuosity  required 
only  in  professional  artists  have,  for  the 
present,  at  any  rate,  been  omitted.  A  full 
set  of  "miniature  scores"  of  symphonies 
and  other  orchestral  music  will  be  added 
as  soon  as  possible,  to  enable  music  stu- 
dents to  follow  the  rendition  of  these  com- 
positions at  the  symphony  concerts.  At 
this  time  only  a  very  few  have  been  re- 
ceived. Organ  music  is  not  yet  adequately 
represented  but  will  be  supplied  in  suffi- 
cient variety  in  the  near  future. 

In  the  vocal  section  a  large  and  varied 
collection  of  oratorios,  cantatas,  choruses 
and  part  songs,  both  sacred  and  secular, 
claims  attention,  while  the  works  of  the 
great  composers  for  solo  voice  have  been 
included  in  large  numbers.  Of  operas  the 
Library  already  had  a  fair  representation 
of  those  included  in  the  current  repertories, 
and  these  have  been  transferred  to  the 
shelves  of  the  Music  Room. 

The  volumes  have  been  arranged  on  open 
shelves  for  examination  and  selection, 
classified  according  to  a  logical  and  orderly 
system,  with  plenty  of  shelf  labels  and 
other  guides  provided  to  aid  the  visitor  in 


finding  what  he  may  seek.  A  complete  card 
cataloge  has  been  provided  in  which  each 
work  is  entered  both  under  the  name  of 
the  composer  and  under  the  class  to  which 
it  belongs.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
completed  by  the  arrival  of  the  volumes 
still  outstanding,  a  printed  hand-list  will 
be  issued.  For  the  present  this  is  not  feas- 
ible, and  the  following  conspectus  or  table 
of  contents  is  given  in  the  hope  that  it 
may  serve  to  give  patrons  of  the  Music 
Room  a  view  of  the  scope  and  contents 
of  the  collection  as  planned,  and  to  indicate 
in  some  measure  the  skill,  care,  experience 
and  wisdom  employed  in  its  organization.

The  Foreign  Room 

In  order  that  readers  of  books  in  foreign 
languages  might  have  the  same  privileges 
of  inspection  and  examination  as  those  now 
enjoyed  by  patrons  of  the  Open  Shelves,  a 
series  of  alcoves  has  been  set  aside  for  the 
accommodation  of  groups  of  books  in  the 
various  continental  European  tongues  to 
the  number  of  some  15,000  volumes.  The 
limits  of  the  space  available  make  it  impos- 
sible to  transfer  the  entire  foreign  collec- 
tion to  the  new  quarters,  but  a  division  has 
been  made  by  placing  the  most  recent 
works  on  the  new  shelves  in  what  will  be 
known  as  the  Foreign  Room,  and  leaving 
the  older  works  in  their  former  location  in 
the  stacks  where  they  may  be  called  for 
as  before.  Thus,  about  one-fifth  of  all  the 
German  books,  comprising  the  accessions 
of  the  past  ten  years,  have  been  sent  to  the 
new  room,  and  relatively  similar  allotments 
of  French,  Bohemian,  Polish  and  Scandina- 
vian books  have  been  included.  In  other 
languages,  with  smaller  collections,  it  has 
been  possible  to  find  room  for  all  the  books.

War  News 

Mayor  Harrison  is  receiving,  at  frequent 
intervals,  large  bundles  of  German  daily 
newspapers  which  are  forwarded  by  the 
mayor  of  Berlin  with  the  request  that  they 
be  made  accessible  to  the  general  public. 
These  papers  have  therefore  been  placed  on 
file  in  the  reading  room  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary, where  they  may  be  freely  consulted. 

The  Library  is  also  receiving  numerous 
pamphlets,  broadsides  and  other  publica- 
tions from  officials  and  organizations  in  the 
several  countries  now  at  war,  embodying 
statements  and  arguments  regarding  their 
respective  contentions  and  their  views  of 
the  issues  involved.  These  are  not  only 
important  and  valuable  as  documentary 
contributions  to  the  literature  of  a  great 
historic  event,  but  are  interesting  indica- 
tions of  the  importance  placed  by  the  na- 
tions themselves  upon  the  current  of  Amer- 
ican public  opinion.  These  publications 
may  be  seen  in  the  Civics  Department. 


Library  Story  Telling 
In  fourteen  branches  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary weekly  story  hours  were  held  for 
children  during  the  past  year,  covering 
periods  of  from  eight  to  forty-nine  weeks. 
A  total  of  30,453  children  attended  these 
story  hours,  the  average  attendance  varying 
from  twenty  to  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  at  one  session.  Classes  of  stories 
told  include:  animal  stories,  fairy  tales, 
stories  of  noted  people,  myths,  historical 
stories,  holiday  stories  (i.  e.,  the  events  com- 
memorated by  the  various  national  holi- 
days) and  stories  from  the  Iliad,  Odyssey 
and  other  classic  sources.

Package  Libraries  for  the  Study  of  Civics 


In  cooperation  with  a  movement  fostered 
by  the  Association  of  Commerce  for  the 
study  of  civics  in  the  high  schools,  and 
similarly  furthered  by  the  Civics  Extension 
Committee  in  the  upper  grades  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools,  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary has  undertaken,  as  rapidly  as  the  ma- 
terial can  be  obtained,  to  provide  package 
libraries  for  use  by  those  engaged  in  the 
work.  These  will  consist  principally  of 
pamphlet  material,  magazine  separates, 
brochures  issued  by  clubs  and  other  or- 
ganizations, documentary  publications  is- 
sued by  the  federal,  state  and  municipal 
governments,  and  other  related  material  in 
printed  and  typewritten  form,  each  package 
library  dealing  with  one  subject  or  main 
subdivision  of  a  subject,  selected  or  passed 
upon  by  a  recognized  authority.  Large 
envelopes,  expansive  in  design  to  accommo- 
date a  considerable  collection  of  pamphlets 
of  ordinary  size,  will  be  used  to  contain 
groups  of  related  material,  and  the  package 
libraries  will  be  subject  to  call  from  school 
principals  and  social  students  and  workers 
for  periods  varying  according  to  need.  If 
sent  to  schools,  they  will  be  retained  there 


for  reference  by  the  pupils  during  the  term 
when  civics  is  being  taught. 

On  some  of  the  subjects,  material  is 
scarce  and  difficult  to  get.  When  possible, 
the  package  libraries  will  be  duplicated,  so 
that  a  number  of  high  schools  or  eighth 
grades  may  be  served  at  the  same  time 
along  parallel  lines. 

It  is  expected  that  a  number  of  the  pack- 
age libraries  will  be  ready  for  circulation 
about  the  middle  of  January.  Some  of  the 
topics  on  which  material  is  now  being  gath- 
ered and  grouped,  include  the  following: 

Public  recreation  (playgrounds,  bathing 
beaches,  dance  halls). 

Chicago  beautiful  plans. 

Housing  conditions  in  Chicago. 

Woman  suffrage. 

Commission  form  of  government  and  city 
manager  plan. 

Initiative  and  referendum. 

Child  welfare. 

Each  package  library  will  be  provided 
with  a  select  bibliography  of  book  material 
on  the  subject  to  be  found  in  the  library, 
call  numbers  of  the  books  being  noted  for 
each  title,  as  a  matter  of  convenience. 
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Plans  are  also  under  way  whereby  similar 
aids  may  be  provided  for  the  study  of  Chi- 
cago— its  beginnings,  its  industries,  its  pub- 
lic institutions,  and  its  history.    Tentatively, 
the  following  outline  has  been  formulated, 
based  largely  on  the  suggestive  topics  se- 
lected for  study  by  Principal  Kent  of  the 
Eugene    Field    School:

In  a  current  issue  of  Chicago  Commerce, 
the  official  organ  of  the  Association  of  Com- 
merce, the  scope  of  the  new  movement  is 
thus  summarized: 

"To  organize  branch  Civic-Industrial 
committees  in  the  high  schools  of  Chicago 
leading  to  a  first-hand  study  by  students  _of 
the  civic-industrial  problems  of  the  city 
and  real  work  in  making  a  portion  of  Chi- 
cago a  better  place  in  which  to  live  and  in 
which  to  labor — this  is  a  new  and  interest- 
ing undertaking  of  the  Civic-Industrial 
committee  of  the  association." 

"The  plan  provides  that  each  High  School 
Civic-Industrial  club  shall  acquire  intimate 


and  accurate  knowledge  of  Chicago,  its  in- 
dustries and  government;  of  the  various 
businesses  and  professions  appertaining 
thereto;  and  of  the  manufacturing,  trans- 
portation and  other  business  organizations 
that  are  associated  with  the  industries  of 
the  city." 

"It  is  planned  to  have  such  information 
disseminated  through  talks  by  prominent 
business  and  professional  men;  through  in- 
dustrial motion  pictures;  and  through  occa- 
sional excursions  to  typical  Chicago  indus- 
tries." 

"Each  club  is  to  lay  out  a  program  of 
civic  and  industrial  work  which  shall  en- 
gage its  attention  for  one  year  and  upon 
which  an  annual  report  shall  be  made.  The 
reports  from  various  schools  are  to  be  com- 
pared, given  publicity  when  they  deserve  it, 
and  possibly  judged  by  competent  individ- 
uals in  order  that  a  dignified  trophy  may 
be  awarded  to  the  school  carrying  out  the 
best  piece  of  constructive  work." 

"All  the  activities  of  the  clubs  are  to  har- 
monize with  the  ideas  of  the  Civic-Indus- 
trial committee,  in  order  that  definite  prog- 
ress may  be  made." 

"Before  plans  were  completed,  confer- 
ences occurred  between  the  committee,  Mrs. 
Ella  Flagg  Young,  and  principals  from  the 
various  high  schools,  with  the  result  that 
participating  schools  have  taken  up  the 
work  with  much  enthusiasm." 

"In  no  sense  does  the  Civic-Industrial 
committee  intend  to  dictate  to  the  clubs. 
Each  club  will  be  assisted  in  its  organiza- 
tion, helped  in  planning  its  program,  then 
'turned  loose'  on  the  job."

All  departments  and  branches  of  the  Li- 
brary will  be  closed  on  Christmas  Day, 
Friday,  Dec.  25th.

Urgent  Needs  of  the  Library 


Finding  that  the  present  revenues  for 
library  purposes  are  insufficient  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  number  of  branches, 
to  purchase  the  required  number  of 
books  and  to  maintain  adequately  all 
the  departments  of  the  Main  Library, 
the  Board  of  Directors  will  ask  the 
Legislature  for  such  relief  as  will  enable 
the  strengthening  and  legitimate  ex- 
pansion of  the  service.  A  folder  has 
been  issued  in  an  edition  of  10,000 
copies,  summarizing  in  condensed 
form  the  situation  which  faces  the 
Library  administration  and  showing 
by  comparative  tables  the  relatively 
meager  resources  at  command.  From 
this  brochure,  the  following  facts  are 
taken : 

With  a  population  of  approximately 
2,400,000  and  an  area  of  192  square 
miles  to  serve,  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 


brary has  the  comparatively  small  sum 
of  $370,000,  for  all  purposes,  an  amount 
which  cities  one-fourth  the  area  and 
one-fourth  the  population  receive. 

In  five  years  the  Library's  work  has 
increased  96  per  cent  and  its  revenues 
less  than  15  per  cent. 

The  Library  owns  only  three  branch 
buildings  and  possesses  only  400,000 
books  for  home  circulation. 

Fully  one-third  of  Chicago's  popula- 
tion remains  unprovided  with  branch 
library  facilities. 

With  the  small  amount  of  money 
available  and  its  inadequate  supply  of 
books,  the  Library  manages  thirty-two 
branches,  and  the  home  circulation  to- 
tals 4,000,000  issues. 

On  an  average  20,000  persons  use  the 
Library  system  every  day  of  the  year. 

These  results  have  been  made  pos- 
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sible  through  the  highest  efficiency  in 
all  departments  and  by  using  all  special 
funds,  which  are  now  exhausted. 

If  relief  is  not  forthcoming  the  Li- 
brary will  be  forced  to  close  a  number 
of  its  branches  and  several  of  its  depart- 
ments. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  inhabitants  of 
Chicago  now  number  2,300,000.  With 
its  present  equipment  and  facilities  the 
Library  can  serve  not  more  than  10  per 
cent  of  them.  The  maximum  has  prac- 
tically been  reached  at  this  time : 

Borrowers  registered    160,000 

Borrowers  in  schools 30,000 

Borrowers  at  deposit  stations . . .  25,000 
Borrowers  in  industrial  branches  20,000 


Total 235,000 

The  remaining  2,065,000  persons  who 
live  in  Chicago  may  be  divided  into  the 
following  groups  of  non-users : 

Under  6  years  of  age 320,000 

Illiterate 80,000 

No  time  to  read 300,000 

No  desire  or  opportunity  to  read.500,000 
No  convenient  library  facilities. 865,000 

The  latter  item  represents  the  field 
which  the  Library,  to  carry  out  its 
larger  purposes  and  fullest  measure  of 
usefulness,  must  develop  as  soon  as 
means  are  provided  for  the  purpose. 

Chicago  has  the  lowest  per  capita 
cost  for  library  purposes  of  the  ten 
largest  cities,  and  ranks  twenty-sixth 
in  a  list  of  the  twenty-eight  cities  pos- 
sessing a  population  of  100,000  or  more.

With  a  total  of  400,000  volumes 
available  for  circulation,  there  were 
4,000,000  issues  during  the  past  year, 
an  average  issue  of  ten  times  for  each 
volume.  To  supply  present  demands, 
the  Library  should  have  a  million  vol- 
umes for  circulation. 

In  the  last  five  years,  the  Library's 
share  of  city  taxes  collectible  has  de- 
creased from  1.42  per  cent  to  1.26  per 
cent.  On  the  other  hand  the  Library's 
work  has  increased  nearly  100  per  cent 
during  the  same  period,  the  increase  in 
home  circulation  of  books  showing  a 
gain  of  95.7  per  cent.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on  the 
open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which  must 
be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Story  Telling  in  the  Branches 


During  the  year  1914  "story  hours" 
were  held  weekly  in  fifteen  branches 
and  one  school.  In  the  remaining  sev- 
enteen branches  it  was  not  possible  to 
conduct  story  telling,  because  there  are 
no  rooms  there  available  for  the  pur- 
pose without  disturbing  library  users. 
The  total  attendance  was  18,515  chil- 
dren. 

The  stories  told  related  to  holidays, 
birthdays  of  noted  people,  fairy  tales, 
Norse  myths,  stories  of  King  Arthur, 
Beowulf,  Robin  Hood,  Ulysses,  Ro- 
land, Siegfried,  Fairy  Queene,  and  he- 
roes of  European  countries. 

Through  the  Chicago  Woman's 
Club,  whose  Library  Committee  has 
worked  in  splendid  cooperation  with 
the  Library  authorities,  courses  in 
story  telling  and  children's  reading 
have  been  given  by  Mrs.  Gudrun 


Thorne-Thomsen  and  Miss  Georgene 
Faulkner  to  the  members  of  the  Li- 
brary staff  who  are  working  with  chil- 
dren. As  a  result  of  this  training,  the 
number  of  story  hours  and  of  story- 
tellers has  greatly  increased  in  the  last 
few  years,  and  the  interest  in  the 
knowledge  of  children's  literature  has 
been  greatly  augmented  among  mem- 
bers of  the  staff. 

Story  telling  in  libraries  is  done  for 
the  purpose  of  helping  children  to  se- 
lect good  books  to  read.  In  a  busy 
children's  room  it  is  not  possible  to  tell 
each  child  enough  about  a  book  to 
make  him  desire  to  read  that  book. 
Therefore  it  is  a  necessary  economy  of 
time  to  tell  large  groups  of  children 
about  the  stories  in  good  books.  Sto- 
ries are  not  told  which  children  would 
ordinarily  read  of  their  own  accord,  but 
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such  as  will  introduce  them  to  the  lit- 
erature of  all  ages,  that  will  mean 
something  to  them  all  their  lives  long. 

The  story-teller  easily  wins  the  chil- 
dren's confidence  because  the  children 
recognize  that  she  loves  the  same  he- 
roes, and  the  tales  that  they  love. 
With  confidence,  she  is  able  as  no  one 
else,  to  guide  their  reading  from  day 
to  day  as  they  come  to  the  library. 
For  this  reason,  it  has  been  deemed  ad- 
visable to  use  members  of  the  staff  for 
story-telling  as  far  as  possible,  instead 
of  people  not  connected  with  the  li- 
brary. 

Many  mothers  have  asked  the  Li- 
brary for  assistance  in  choosing  the 
best  stories  to  be  told  or  read  to  their 
children.  For  the  aid  of  those  who 
wish  suggestions,  the  following  list  of 
books  has  been  compiled.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on  the 
open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which  must 
be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  It  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Made  in  Chicago 


That  Chicago  is  the  center  of  indus- 
trial and  technical  periodical  publications 
is  an  interesting  fact  brought  out  by  the 
exhibit  of  "made  in  Chicago"  magazines 
arranged  by  the  Chicago  Library  Club  at 
its  recent  meeting.  Weeklies  and  month- 
lies devoted  to  all  branches  of  industry, 
business,  commerce,  manufactures,  agri- 
culture, stockb reeding,  gardening  and 
many  other  subjects  were  brought  to- 
gether to  the  number  of  326.  Literary 
magazines  made  up  the  smallest  group 
in  the  total;  sociology,  economics  and 
kindred  sciences  were  represented  by  a 
few  titles,  mainly  publications  of  the 
universities ;  theology,  religion,  including 
a  large  number  of  denominational  papers, 
made  rather  a  better  showing.  The  fine 
arts  were  not  entirely  unrepresented  and 
political,  neighborhood  and  social  publi- 
cations comprised  a  more  numerous 


class.  Much  the  largest  portion  of  the 
exhibit,  however,  was  made  up  of  publi- 
cations devoted  to  the  trades  and  prac- 
tical arts,  and  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the 
number  of  these  might  be  added  to  by 
further  inquiry  and  search,  so  that  a 
final  total  of  500  periodical  publications 
emanating  from  Chicago  is  not  beyond 
possibility. 

The  Chicago  Library  Club  is  a  profes- 
sional organization  of  persons  connected 
with  the  various  libraries  of  the  city  and 
vicinity,  and  to  them  the  exhibit  proved 
both  instructive  and  astonishing.  It  was 
generally  felt  that  the  material  assembled 
should  be  preserved  and  the  club  has, 
therefore,  deposited  the  periodicals  in 
this  Library.  Here  it  will  have  to  remain 
as  a  deposit,  merely,  until  space  and  time 
can  be  found — probably  during  the  less 
crowded  months  of  summer — when  the 
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exhibit  will  be  reorganized  and  displayed 
for  the  inspection  of  the  general  public. 
At  that  time  a  complete  list  of  the  period- 
icals included  will  be  issued,  which 
should  make  an  interesting  and  gratify- 
ing contribution  to  the  literary  history  of 
Chicago.

A  Rental  Collection 


Owing  to  a  decrease  in  revenue,  the 
Public  Library  is  not  able  this  year 
to  purchase  books  in  the  usual  quanti- 
ties. 

A  Rental  Collection  has  therefore 
been  inaugurated  which  will  serve  the 
double  purpose  of  taking  some  of  the 
burden  from  the  depleted  book  fund 
and  of  making  it  possible  to  come 
somewhat  nearer  to  supplying  the 
heavy  demand  for  the  new  books, 
especially  new  fiction. 

This  Rental  Collection  will  comprise 
quantities  of  copies  of  desirable  new 
books,  which  will  be  loaned,  or  rented, 
for  a  fee  of  five  cents  for  the  first  three 
days  or  any  shorter  period,  and  two 
cents  per  day  thereafter,  for  each  vol- 
ume loaned. 

Books  from  this  collection  may  be 
retained  for  two  weeks  and  must  be 
renewed,  like  other  Library  books,  if 
desired  for  a  longer  period. 


The  Rental  Collection  books  are  pur- 
chased from  a  loan  fund,  and  as  soon 
as  the  cost  of  any  such  book  is  de- 
frayed from  its  rental  fees,  that  book 
is  transferred  to  the  free  shelves  for 
general  circulation. 

The  Rental  Collection  is  therefore 
not  a  profit-making  enterprise,  but 
designed  solely  as  a  convenience  and 
a  benefit  for  such  patrons  as  choose  to 
avail  themselves  of  it,  without  in  any 
way  curtailing  the  privileges  or  rights 
of  other  patrons  of  the  Library. 

Every  book  in  the  Rental  Collection 
is  duplicated  in  the  free  collection. 

On  the  other  hand,  books  in  the 
Rental  Collection  will  relieve  the  pres- 
sure on  the  free  copies  of  which  they 
are  duplicates,  and  copies  added  to  the 
free  collection  by  transfer  from  the 
Rental  Collection,  after  having  paid 
for  themselves,  will  help  materially  to 
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meet  the  demand  for  popular  books  at 
the  time  when  that  demand  is  heaviest. 

Purchase  of  the  books  from  a  loan 
fund,  moreover,  will  relieve  pressure 
on  the  scanty  general  book  fund,  mak- 
ing possible  the  purchase  of  books  for 
which  otherwise  no  funds  would  be 
available,  or  of  more  copies  of  books 
of  permanent  value  which  have  proven 
their  usefulness  through  constant  and 
increasing  demand. 

In  the  Central  Library  the  rental 
books  will  be  found  in  the  Open  Shelf 
alcove  and  will  be  issued  and  returned 
in  that  department.  Branch  rental  col- 
lections have  been  opened  as  follows: 
Blackstone,  Lewis  Institute,  Ogden 
Park,  Austin,  Lincoln  Center,  Hiram 
Kelly  and  Sheridan.  For  location  of 
the  branches,  see  page  71  of  this  issue 
of  the  Book  Bulletin. 

The  Picture  Collection 

During  the  year  1914  nearly  4,000 
loans  were  recorded  from  the  picture 
collection  in  the  Thomas  Hughes 
Room  where  pictures  in  great  variety 
are  being  collected,  mounted,  classified 
and  filed  for  their  value  as  illustrative 
material  particularly  in  connection 
with  school  work.  The  pictures  are 
derived  from  many  different  sources; 
some  are  received  as  gifts  from  inter- 
ested and  grateful  patrons,  others  are 
obtained  from  calendars  and  advertis- 
ing posters,  while  many  come  as  a  sort 
of  by-product  of  library  work,  being 
clipped  from  old  magazines  and  dis- 
carded books.  Practically  the  only 
expense  for  the  collection  is  for  mount- 
ing and  filing.  About  6,000  pieces  have 
been  mounted  on  10  by  14  inch  card- 
board and  nearly  as  many  more  are 
ready  to  be  mounted  when  called  for. 

The  demands  for  pictures  are  com- 
ing from  unexpected  sources.  Not 
only  are  they  used  by  teachers,  kinder- 
gartners,  story  tellers,  and  librarians, 
but  every  week  newspaper  men,  illus- 
trators of  magazines,  leaders  of  women's 
clubs  and  missionary  societies,  and 
photographers  come  for  material  for 


illustrations  for  articles,  lectures,  cos- 
tumes, designs  and  poses. 

During  the  school  year  groups  of 
geographical  pictures  are  in  greatest 
demand.  Pictures  of  industries  help  to 
illustrate  the  lessons  in  the  class  room ; 
pictures  of  animals  enable  the  child  to 
visualize  the  creatures  about  which  he 
is  reading.  One  teacher  who  has 
drawn  heavily  upon  the  collection  de- 
clared that  her  class  in  geography  had 
become  the  show  class  of  the  school 
because  the  pictures  made  the  work 
a  delight  to  her  pupils,  and  they  were 
thus  able  to  make  more  intelligent  reci- 
tations. 

In  story-telling  the  pictures  play  the 
important  role  of  illustrating,  in  form 
and  color,  the  legendary  and  mytho- 
logical characters  that  the  small  listen- 
ers love.  The  rapid  growth  in  the 
demand  for  pictures  from  this  collec- 
tion during  the  two  years  of  its  exist- 
ence has  amply  proven  its  practical 
utility.  Pictures  are  loaned  on  any 
regular  borrower's  card  and  will  be 
issued  in  addition  to  books  charged  to 
the  same  card.  They  may  be  had 
singly  or  in  groups  and  by  subjects. 
They  are  filed  in  large  vertical  file 
cases  so  that  patrons  may  examine 
them  and  make  selections  to  suit  their 
needs.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  baring  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hay- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  sane  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  Issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habit*  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on  the 
open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which  must 
be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

The  Library  Service 

Employees  of  the  Library,  Character  of  the  Service,  and  How  the  Positions  Are 

Filled. 


Including  all  classes  of  service,  the 
number  of  persons  employed  by  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library  system  is  358.  Of 
these  286  are  engaged  in  library  and  cler- 
ical service,  and  the  remaining  72  com- 
prise the  engineers,  caretakers,  window 
washers,  marble  cleaners,  automobile 
drivers,  elevator  operators  and  coat 
room  attendants. 

Every  position  in  the  Library,  from 
page  to  chief  librarian,  is  under  the  civil 
service  law,  and  there  are  no  places  in 
any  department  which  are  not  subject, 
as  to  entrance  and  promotion,  to  the  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  Chicago  Civil 
Service  Commission.  The  labor  and  en- 
gineering service  is  controlled  in  the  same 
manner  as  are  other  positions  of  like 
character  in  other  municipal  branches  of 
work.  What  may  be  termed  the  profes- 
sional division  of  the  service  is  similarly 


amenable  to  general  civil  service  regu- 
lations, which  are,  however,  modified  or 
supplemented  by  rules  bearing  on  the  spe- 
cialized work  required. 
II 

The  286  employees  embraced  in  the 
class  above  described  perform  their  du- 
ties under  the  general  direction  of  a 
Board  of  Directors  of  nine  non-salaried 
members,  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
terms  of  three  years  each — three  annual- 
ly. The  staff  is  grouped  as  follows :

Promotions  from  one  group  to  the  next 
higher  group  are  annual,  and  are  auto- 
matic— but  subject  to  an  efficiency  rating 
of  not  less  than  80  per  cent.  Efficiency 
marks  are  filed  monthly  by  division  chiefs 
for  all  employees  under  their  respective 
jurisdictions,  and  are  based  on  the  fol- 
lowing general  plan : 

Highest  efficiency  represented  by  90. 
Absolute  deficiency  represented  by  0. 
Average  efficiency  represented  by  80. 
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In  marking,  70  is  equivalent  to  poor; 
75,  fair ;  80,  good ;  85,  very  good ;  90,  ex- 
cellent. Below  70  means  work  so  unsat- 
isfactory as  to  warrant  separation  from 
the  service.  For  the  purpose  of  arriving 
at  efficiency  ratings,  efficiency  is  divided 
into  four  elements:  Promptness,  accu- 
racy, Deportment  and  Industry. 

Lapses  from  Highest  Efficiency  may  be 
of  two  kinds : 

1.  Violations    of    specific    published 
laws  and  regulations. 

2.  Errors  of  judgment. 

Culpable  errors  of  judgment  are  those 
which  may  result  in  (a)  loss  or  damage 
of  library  property;  (b)  inconvenience 
or  dissatisfaction  to  patrons;  (c)  impair- 
ment of  the  dignity  of  the  library,  or 
the  good  of  the  service. 

Promotions  from  one  grade  to  the  next 
higher  grade  are  made  from  eligible  lists 
resulting  from  examinations  conducted 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Examinations,  both  original  entrance 
and  promotive,  are  held  when  eligible 
lists  are  exhausted,  and  thus  occur  at 
irregular  intervals.  For  employees  who 
seek  promotion  from  one  grade  to  the 
next  higher  grade,  the  factors  are  the  fol- 
lowing :

There  are  two  ways  for  a  Chicago 
young  woman  to  prepare  herself  to  en- 
ter in  the  Chicago  Public  Library  serv- 
ice. She  may  enter  the  Training  Class 
of  the  Chicago  Public  Library,  or  she 
may  go  to  a  regular  library  school.  In 
either  case  the  first  essential  for  en- 
trance is  a  complete  high  school  course, 
or  its  equivalent.  If  she  can  afford  a 
college  course  or  part  of  it,  she  will  be 
better  equipped  for  advancement. 

Her  high  school  course  should  in- 
clude all  the  literature  and  history  that 
is  given,  at  least  one  year  of  German 
and  one  of  French  and  she  should  make 
every  effort  to  do  all  the  supplementary 
reading  that  is  possible. 

In  planning  a  high  school  course, 
with  library  work  in  view,  the  general 
course  should  be  followed  as  outlined 
in  the  course  of  study  for  the  high 
schools  of  Chicago,  published  by  the 
Board  of  Education.  In  the  second 
year  it  is  advisable  to  substitute  an- 
cient history  for  geometry.  In  (the 
third  and  fourth  years  the  language 
and  history  courses  should  be  preferred 
to  the  courses  in  science.  History  and 
Civics  should  be  substituted  for  one 
foreign  language.  Courses  in  lan- 
guages should  be  equally  divided  be- 
tween French  and  German. 

The  Chicago  Public  Library  prefers 
to  accept  young  women  between  the 
ages  of  twenty  and  thirty-five.  Those 
wishing  to  enter  the  Training  Class 
must  pass  an  entrance  examination  in 
history,  literature  and  general  infor- 
mation. To  prepare  for  the  entrance 
examination,  a  candidate  should  keep 
herself  informed  on  current  events,  and 
should  review  a  good  book  on  general 
history,  and  a  general  history  of  liter- 
ature. Further  suggestions  regarding 
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reading  will  be  given  by  the  director 
of  the  Training  Class  at  the  Public 
Library. 

The  entrance  examination  for  the  fall 
of  1915  will  be  given  September  2.  Ap- 
plications should  be  filed  not  later  than 
August  20. 

Not  all  who  successfully  pass  the  ex- 
amination are  admitted  to  the  Train- 
ing Class.  Personality,  bearing,  ap- 
pearance, manners,  advanced  educa- 
tion, experience  in  teaching  and  other 
occupations  are  considered. 

During  the  period  of  eight  months  in 
the  Training  Class,  the  student  re- 
ceives no  salary,  neither  is  she  under 
any  expense,  except  for  lunches  and 
car  fare.  At  the  end  of  this  time  she 
must  pass  a  civil  service  examination 
on  such  studies  as  are  followed  in  the 
class.  This  examination  must  be  taken 
before  one  can  obtain  a  position  in  the 
library. 

If  a  young  woman  can  afford  to  do 
so,  it  is  to  her  advantage  to  go  to  a 
regular  library  school  where  the  meth- 
ods used  in  many  libraries  are  taught, 
instead  of  those  used  in  one  library 
only,  as  is  essential  in  a  training  class. 


Courses  in  library  schools  cover  from 
one  to  two  years.  The  tuition  varies 
from  seventy-five  dollars  to  one  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  haying  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on  the 
open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which  must 
be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Vacation  and  Summer  Cards 


Beginning  June  1st,  and  available 
until  September  1st,  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  will  issue  a  Vacation  Card  to 
any  registered  reader  who  makes  per- 
sonal application  therefor  at  the  Main 
Library  or  at  any  of  the  thirty-two 
branches  maintained  by  the  Library 
Board.  The  privileges  represented  by 
this  card,  which  is  intended  primarily 
for  readers  who  expect  to  spend  a  pro- 
longed period  on  vacation  trips  outside 
the  city,  entitle  the  holder  to  the  use  of 
ten  books  at  one  time  (not  more  than 
half  of  which  may  be  novels),  for  such 
time  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  limit 
as  may  be  required.  No  renewal  is  nec- 
essary within  such  period,  but  the  books 
must  be  returned  before  the  final  limit 
set  by  the  regulations  covering  their  use. 

In  order  that  residents  of  Chicago  who 
are  unable  to  leave  their  daily  work  for 
the  country,  or  otherwise  find  it  impos- 
sible or  inconvenient  to  spend  their  vaca- 
tions elsewhere,  may  enjoy  to  the  fullest 


extent  the  resources  of  the  Library  with 
the  least  inconvenience  in  the  procure- 
ment of  the  books  from  the  Main  Li- 
brary or  its  branches,  arrangements  have 
been  made  as  in  former  years  to  issue  to 
those  who  apply  in  person  for  such  privi- 
lege the  use  of  what  is  to  be  known  as 
a  Summer  Card.  On  this  card  there 
may  be  drawn  at  one  time  not  to  exceed 
five  books  in  any  department  of  litera- 
ture, whether  fiction  or  non-fiction,  and 
these  may  be  retained  one  full  calendar 
month  without  the  customary  renewal 
feature  after  having  had  the  book  two 
weeks.  As  this  new  feature  of  ready 
use  of  books  with  the  least  attachment 
of  red  tape  promises  to  be  popular,  and 
as  the  consequent  use  of  these  cards  will 
probably  be  considerable,  a  special  at- 
tendant will  be  provided  at  the  Informa- 
tion Desk  to  respond  to  such  demands 
as  may  come  from  this  source.  The 
books  obtained  on  this  card,  inasmuch 
as  they  may  be  retained  the  full  calendar 
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month,  may  not  be  renewed  and  in  jus- 
tice to  other  patrons  seven-day  books 
will  not  be  given  out  on  the  Summer 
Card. 

These  special  privileges  are  limited  to 
the  less  busy  seasons  in  the  Library,  as 
it  would  not  be  possible  to  extend  the 
duration  of  the  period  to  the  winter 
months  for  lack  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
books  to  meet  the  demand  at  that  time. 
The  largest  circulation,  as  shown  by  an 
experience  of  forty  years,  is  recorded 
during  the  months  of  December,  Janu- 
ary, February  and  March,  while  less 
reading  appears  to  be  done  during  July 
and  August  than  at  any  other  season  of 
the  year. 

The  Busy  Season 

The  "peak  of  the  load"  of  library 
activity  each  year  is  reached  in  the 
month  of  February,  and1  always  on  a 
Saturday  between  Lincoln's  and  Wash- 
ington's birthday.  This  year  it  fell  on 
February  13th,  when  the  total  home 
circulation  of  the  books  from  the  Cen- 
tral Library,  inclusive  of  delivery  sta- 
tions, was  9,005  volumes  as  against 
7,393  on  the  corresponding  Saturday 
of  1914.  The  total  number  of  issues 
for  the  month  of  February,  1915, 
twenty-two  working  days,  was,  Cen- 
tral Library,  137,201;  Branches,  203,- 
555,  a  total  of  340,756  and  a  daily 
average  of  15,489  for  the  entire  system. 

The  first  of  September  would  make 
a  good  starting  point  for  a  wave  line 
record  of  the  library  year.  With  the 
end  of  vacations,  the  resumption  of  the 
schools,  of  club,  study  circle,  and  kin- 
dred activities,  and  the  approach  of 
long  winter  evenings,  the  line  of 
library  use  begins  a  gradual  but  uni- 
form climb  which  continues  until  the 
middle  of  December  when  a  sharp  dip 
occurs,  due  to  the  distractions  of  holi- 
day preparations.  The  rise  begins 
again  shortly  after  New  Year's  Day, 
not  to  be  interrupted  now  until  the 
peak  is  reached  in  February.  Then  a 
slight  wavering  is  recorded ;  a  small 
drop  when  a  few  balmy  days  give 


premature  promise  of  spring,  followed 
by  an  abrupt  upward  sweep  when  a 
March  blizzard  compels  a  return  to 
winter  habits. 

By  the  first  day  of  April  the  down- 
ward trend  has  fairly  set  in.  The  re- 
turn to  level  ground  is  accomplished 
more  slowly  and  by  easier  gradations 
than  marked  the  ascent,  but  by  the 
latter  days  of  June,  the  close  of  the 
school  year,  the  foothills  have  been 
left  behind  and  the  lowest  point  of  the 
year  is  not  more  than  two  or  three 
weeks  away.  From  the  middle  of  July 
to  the  beginning  of  September  the  line 
remains  almost  horizontal.  Slight  zig- 
zags indicate  the  Saturday  rush  hour 
when  the  workers  enjoying  half  holi- 
days drop  in  for  books  to  help  beguile 
the  week-end.  But  this  is  the  season 
when  library  activity  is  at  its  low  level, 
when  staff  vacations  go  into  effect  and 
when  time  can  be  devoted  to  repair- 
ing and  replenishing  in  preparation  for 
the  opening  of  a  new  period  of  ever- 
increasing  activity  in  September. 


The  Book  Bulletin  is  not  issued  in 
July  and  August.  The  next  number  will 
appear  about  September  10th. 


Legal  Holidays 

Two  legal  holidays  occurring  in  the 
interim  before  the  next  issue  of  the  Bul- 
letin give  rise  to  the  following  announce- 
ment: 

^  Independence  Day,  July  4th,  falls  on 
Sunday  and  the  following  day,  Monday, 
July  5th,  has  been  designated  as  the  le- 
gal holiday.  On  that  day  all  depart- 
ments and  all  branches  of  the  Library 
will  be  closed  all  day. 

On  Labor  Day,  Monday,  September 
6th,  the  reference  and  reading  rooms  will 
be  open  from  9  a.  m.  until  6  p.  m.,  the 
circulating  department  in  the  main  build- 
ing being  closed.  The  branches  will  be 
open  from  2  to  6  on  that  day. 


During  July  and  August  all  of  the 
branch  libraries  will  remain  closed  all 
day  on  Sundays.

anb  information  for  patrons 


Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of 
the  Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books 
on  the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks, 
which  must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and 
no  other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  in- 
curring the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Choosing  the  Twenty-Fifth  Book 


Widespread  interest  in  reading  for 
boys  has  been  inspired  by  the  publication 
in  the  Chicago  daily  press  of  a  list  of 
twenty- four  titles  compiled  in  response 
to  a  request  for  a  list  of  twenty-five  books 
suitable  for  boys.  The  compiler  left  the 
title  of  the  twenty-fifth  book  unnamed 
"because  finality  of  choice  would  leave 
many  cherished  volumes  out  of  the  list 
of  preferences."

"Were  boyhood  days  to  come  back," 
added  the  compiler,  "and  .were  it  per- 
mitted to  gather  a  shelf  of  twenty-five 
books  in  the  light  of  present  day  experi- 
ence and  reflection,  these  are  twenty- 
four  that  I  would  be  glad  to  own,  to 
read,  and  to  treasure. 

"Immersed  in  these,  there  would  de- 
velop an  understanding  of  what  is  best 
in  life,  making  for  courage,  fidelity,  forti- 
tude, honesty,  humane  conduct,  toler- 
ance, patience,  sacrifice  and  perseverance, 
and  assuring  that  savor  which  life  yields 
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when  it  is  given  the  great  gifts  of  imagi- 
nation, humor  and  artistic  perception." 

Prompted  by  the  interest  which  the 
publication  has  created,  the  Chicago 
Tribune  has  invited  its  readers  to  name 
the  missing  title,  asking  "What  book  did 
he  leave  out?  Address  the  Twenty-fifth 
Book  Editor,  The  Tribune,  Chicago." 

Featuring  a  contest  based  on  the 
twenty-fifth  title,  the  Chicago  American 
has  offered  three  prizes  for  the  three  best 
answers  giving  reasons  for  the  choice. 
The  first  prize  offered  is  a  set  of  the 
twenty-four  books  named  above,  plus 
the  title  named  in  the  winning  essay; 
second  prize,  ten  books  selected  from  the 
above  list  of  titles ;  third  prize,  five  books 
so  chosen. 

In  the  Herald's  issue  of  August  27 
appeared  an  interesting  and  suggestive 
editorial  comment,  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: 

THE  TWENTY-FIFTH  BOOK. 

The  Librarian  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  is  a  discreet  man.  Twenty-four  out 
of  twenty-five  books  "that  all  boys  should 
read,"  he  ventures  to  name.  At  the  last  he 
sagaciously  hesitates  lest  injury  be  done 
"to  many  cherished  volumes." 

Well  may  he  pause  in  even  so  engaging 
a  task  as  this  of  raking  over  the  pleasant 
memories  of  childhood  and  youth.  The 
twenty-five  books  that  all  boys  should  read! 
What  a  host  of  recollections  does  such  a 
sentence  call  forth.  What  temerity  would 
be  needed  to  pronounce  upon  the  twenty- 
fifth!  A  veritable  army  would  arise  to  de- 
fend the  good  name  of  the  old  favorites 
culled  from  all  the  literatures. 

The  librarian  was  frankly  personal  in  his 
selection  and  because  he  followed  his  own 
good  taste  his  list  is  hard  to  assail.  Other 
friends  of  youth  would  elect  from  their  own 
past  pleasures  other  volumes  which  were 
not  included  in  the  sacred  twenty-four  until 
shelves  much  more  spacious  than  that  de- 
signed for  President  Elliot's  five-foot  library 
would  be  necessary  to  contain  the  treasures. 
Uncle  Remus  would  demand  a  home  for 
"Brer  Rabbit,  Mis'  Meadows  and  de  Gals," 
and  surely  none  of  those  millions  of  boys 
who  were  nurtured  under  the  spell  of  the 
old  negro's  tales  would  say  him  nay. 

Then  Alice  would  skip  lighty  up  from  her 
place  in  Wonderland.  Who  would  have  the 
heart  to  exclude  gentle  Alice  and  the  Mad 
Hatter  and  the  Queen  of  Hearts?  Or  if 
the  breezy  Mr.  Midshipman  Easy  walked  up 


smartly,  cap  in  hand,  could  any  boy  be 
sober  enough  to  refuse  hospitality?  Uncas, 
the  Last  of  the  Mohicans,  would  appear 
coming  quietly  out  of  his  pristine  forest, 
strong  and  as  noble  as  the  upright  trees  so 
familiar  to  him.  Uncas  could  not  be  gain- 
said. 

To  those  of  the  older  generation  the  wise 
old  slave  Aesop  would  announce  himself 
with  his  unforgettable  fables.  What  boy 
could  do  without  Aesop?  Gulliver's  marvel- 
ous Travels  are  not  to  be  dispensed  with  if 
boyhood's  imagination  is  to  be  rich  and 
fruitful.  "The  Three  Musketeers"  purvey 
romance  and  adventure  too  thrilling  for 
oblivion.  "Westward  Ho,"  "Scottish 
Chiefs,"  "Two  Years  Before  the  Mast"— the 
list  grows  prodigiously  like  Jack's  bean- 
stalk. Wisely,  indeed,  did  the  librarian  sur- 
render to  doubt.  Many  cherished  volumes 
spurned,  might  have  proved  his  undoing. 


A  Circulating  Document  Collection 

A  collection  of  Circulating  Documents 
has  been  in  use  since  April  1st,  and  num- 
bers about  1,000  titles,  with  almost  daily 
additions  of  new  and  fresh  material. 

This  collection  is  an  adjunct  to  the 
regular  reference  document  set  in  the 
Civics  and  Documents  Department,  and 
is  made  up  of  duplicates  received  from 
time  to  time,  and  prepared  for  convenient 
handling.

If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and 
no  other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  in- 
curring the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

William  Shakespeare 
1564—1616 


The  tercentenary  of  the  death  of 
Shakespeare  will  be  observed  in  various 
ways  throughout  the  world.  Especially 
in  America,  not  preoccupied  by  a  great 
war,  the  celebration  will  be  general  and 
will  be  carried  out  in  many  ways.  Per- 
formances of  the  plays,  pageants, 
school  celebrations,  lectures  and  festi- 
vals will  mark  the  recurrence  of  the 
date  on  which  the  myriad  mind  was 
stilled.  Material  will  be  sought  for 
study  and  preparation.  Works  on  con- 
temporary England,  biographies  of 
Shakespeare,  costume  books  and  books 
about  pageantry  will  be  in  great  de- 
mand in  the  libraries.  Partly  for  this 
reason  and  partly,  also,  as  its  contribu- 
tion to  the  tercentenary,  this  Library 
begins  herewith  the  publication  of  a 
catalog  of  its  Shakespeare  literature, 
which  happens  to  be  unusually  exten- 
sive and  remarkably  interesting.  Be- 
ginning with  a  list  of  editions,  of  the  col- 


lected works,  it  is  proposed  to  publish, 
in  monthly  installments,  the  complete 
bibliographical  record  of  the  works  by 
and  about  Shakespeare  now  in  this  Li- 
brary. The  fact  that  the  first  section 
comprises  sixty-one  editions  of  the 
complete  works — fifty-one  in  English 
and  the  rest  in  seven  foreign  languages 
— will  indicate  to  some  extent  the  scope 
and  magnitude  of  this  collection. 
While  there  are  no  copies  of  the  price- 
lessly  rare  original  folios,  there  are 
carefully  executed  facsimiles  which 
serve  the  student  quite  as  well,  and  are 
of  great  interest  to  the  amateur.  Every 
important  modern  edition  is  included, 
from  Malone's,  dating  back  to  the 
eighteenth  century,  and  Steevens',  with 
the  famous  Boydell  plates,  to  the  "Ben 
Greet  Shakespeare  for  young  readers," 
and  Clark  and  Wright's  edition  of  1914. 
It  is  expected  that  the  following  list, 
which,  when  completed,  will  be  issued 
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in  pamphlet  form,  will  be  acceptable 
as  an  aid  in  preparing  for  next  year's 
observances,  and,  at  the  same  time, 
prove  a  worthy  contribution  to  Ameri- 
can Shakespearian  bibliography.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
'ook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
ity,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ig  a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
n  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
ition  and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
f  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
'ill  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
ooks  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
ned,  any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
ird,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
ot  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
ir  card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
nabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
ne  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
ition. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
enewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
ewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
even-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed, 
'he  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
ut  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
tations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
ooks  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
elivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of 
the  Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books 
on  the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks, 
which  must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and 
no  other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  in- 
curring the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Books  for  Boys  and  Girls 


Responding  to  widespread  demands 
from  fathers,  mothers  and  teachers  de- 
siring to  secure  approved  lists  of  books 
for  boys  and  girls  of  various  ages,  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  has  in  contem- 
plation and  in  partial  preparation  a 
series  of  brief  lists  suggestive  for  gifts 
to  children  of  various  ages  and  cover- 
ing numerous  lines  of  interest,  such  as 
outdoor  life,  sports,  humor,  adventure, 
"making  things,"  fairy  tales,  etc.  It  is 
hoped  to  begin  the  issue  of  these  bro- 
chures early  in  the  coming  year,  and 
to  make  them  available  for  distribution 
through  the  central  library  and  all  of 
its  branches. 

The  result  of  the  contest  conducted 
by  the  Examiner  for  the  best  reasons 
given  for  the  selection  of  a  twenty- 
fifth  title  to  be  added  to  the  list  of 
books  for  boys  compiled  by  the  Li- 
brarian of  the  Chicago  Public  Library, 
resulted  in  the  selection  of  a  letter 


written  by  Miss  Frances  Marian  Pat- 
ten of  Gary,  Indiana,  advocating  John 
Halifax,  Gentleman.  The  prize  was  a 
set  of  the  twenty-four  books  contained 
in  the  original  list,  together  with  the 
twenty-fifth  title  advocated  by  the 
writer  of  the  essay.  The  second  prize 
was  awarded  to  Uriel  Buchanan,  764 
Oakwood  boulevard,  for  reasons  favor- 
ing Aesop's  Fables.  The  third  prize 
was  awarded  an  eleven-year-old  girl, 
Charlotte  S.  Acheson,  who  wrote  in 
favor  of  Hans  Brinker.

Then 
there  is  Rip  Van  Winkle  and  Alice  in 
Wonderland ;  and  after  that,  when  the 
girls  are  about  fifteen,  they  read  Re- 
becca of  Sunnybrook  Farm.  Later 
come  the  love  stories,  such  as  Ra- 
mona." 

"You  will  notice  that  there  are  a 
number  of  boys'  books  included  in  the 
list.  Girls  read,  and  should  read,  boys' 
books.  Writers  of  girls'  books  are  too 
often  insincere,  while  those  who  write 
boys'  books  do  much  better  work." 

The  result  of  this  contest  was  a  vote 
to  add  the  Bible  as  the  twenty-fifth 
book.  The  total  vote  was  not  an- 
nounced, nor  were  the  other  favorite 
titles  given  by  the  Tribune's  final  sum- 
mary. The  Tribune  based  an  editorial 
on  "Bible  Reading  Today"  on  the  re- 
sult of  this  vote.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  bar- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of 
the  Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books 
on  the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks, 
which  must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  Im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and 
no  other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  in- 
curring the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

What's  in  the  Magazines 


Next  to  the  newspapers,  the  maga- 
zines attract  the  largest  number  of 
readers;  books  come  third.  Of  the 
making  of  periodicals,  as  Solomon  said 
of  books,  there  is  no  end.  Leaving  out 
of  the  reckoning  hundreds  of  trade 
periodicals  devoted  each  to  a  particu- 
lar industry  or  some  phase  of  an  in- 
dustry, and  several  hundred  magazines 
printed  as  house  organs  for  employees 
of  large  industrial  establishments, 
there  remain  in  the  list  of  magazines 
regularly  published,  about  2,000  more 
general  in  character.  Of  these,  600 
may  be  found  on  file  in  the  main  read- 
ing room  of  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary, and  an  average  of  sixty  to  sev- 
enty of  the  more  popular  ones  in  each 
of  the  thirty-four  branches.  The 
readers  in  the  main  reading  room  num- 
ber about  1,500,000  annually,  and  in 
the  branches  the  yearly  total  is  about 
1,800,000— an  aggregate  of  3,300,000 
for  twelve  months. 


There  is  now  no  topic  of  human  in- 
terest— important  or  trivial,  social,  in- 
dustrial, political,  humanitarian,  ar- 
tistic, antiquarian,  genealogical,  philo- 
logical, educational,  architectural,  his- 
torical, scientific,  religious,  or  pertain- 
ing to  any  other  line  of  thought — 
which  is  not  fully  represented  in  the 
pages  of  the  magazines.  With  a  view 
to  grouping  and  indicating  some  pi; 
these  tendencies  there  will  appear  in 
succeeding  issues  of  the  Book  Bulletin 
a  series  of  brief  narrative  references  to 
such  material.  Among  the  special 
topics  to  be  thus  noted  are  the  follow- 
ing:

Of  these  obscure  heroes, 
philosophers  and  martyrs  the  greater  part  will  never 
be  known  till  that  hour  when  many  that  are  great 
shall  be  small,  and  the  small  great."  (Charles  Reade 
in  Cloister  and  the  Hearth.) 

In  every  corner  of  the  world,  today, 
men  and  women  who  are  active  in  pro- 
fessions, trades  and  business  occupa- 
tions, are  developing  new  ideas,  sug- 
gestions and  accomplishments  along 
original  lines.  Many  of  them  are  do- 
ing large  things  without  realization 
that  they  differ  in  originality  and 
genius  from  their  fellows;  many  are 
in  obscure  places  with  no  thought  of 
further  equivalents  than  the  every-day 
satisfactions  of  life.  In  consequence, 
except  when  enterprising  newspaper 
writers  chance  upon  out-of-the-ordi- 
nary  personalities  as  material  for  Sun- 
day articles,  most  of  them  remain  un- 
known to  all  but  local  fame.  In  the 
last  few  years  some  of  the  magazines 
have  sought  to  secure  snap-shot  pic- 
tures of  men  and  women  engaged  in 
doing  interesting  things,  and  a  number 
of  them  have  established  regular  de- 
partments of  this  type.

Examination  for  Entrance  to  Training 
Class 

The  opening  of  new  branches,  the 
rapid  increase  in  circulation  of  books, 
and  the  general  expansion  of  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library  necessitates  an 
increase  in  the  staff  of  workers.  For 
this  reason  a  second  Training  Class  is 
to  be  formed  in  January,  to  prepare 
young  women  for  positions.  The  en- 
trance examination  will  be  given  De- 
cember 20th,  at  2  o'clock. 

This  examination  includes  questions 
in  history,  literature,  and  general  in- 
formation, and  is  given  only  to  resi- 
dents of  Chicago.  High  School  gradu- 
ates are  admitted,  but  college  gradu- 
ates and  those  who  have  had  some 
experience  in  educational  and  social 
work  receive  preference,  when  the  re- 
sults of  the  examination  are  consid- 
ered. 

The  Public  Library  offers  excellent 
opportunities  to  Chicago  young  women 
who  have  had  a  college  education,  who 
wish  to  remain  at  home,  and  at  the 


same  time  enter  some  kind  of  social 
service.  The  positions  in  the  library 
are  graded,  and  by  taking  promotional 
examinations  one  may  advance  from 
one  grade  to  another. 

No  tuition  is  charged  for  instruction 
given  in  the  Training  Class,  and  no 
salary  is  paid  during  the  period  of 
training. 

Further  information  will  be  given 
by  the  Director  of  the  Training  Class. 
Application  blanks  will  be  sent  on  re- 
quest. 

New  Branches 

Two  new  branch  libraries  have  been 
added  to  the  system  this  fall :  at  Pulaski 
Park,  Blackhawk  and  Noble  streets, 
where  the  Library  occupies  a  hand- 
somely furnished  room  in  the  field 
house,  tendered  by  the  West  Park 
Board;  the  other  at  Forrestville 
School,  45th  street  and  St.  Lawrence 
avenue,  in  quarters  set  aside  by  the 
Board  of  Education. 

Two  additional  branches  will  be 
opened  soon  after  January  1st,  1916. 
One  of  these  will  be  at  the  Carter  Har- 
rison Technical  High  School,  at  Mar- 
shall boulevard  and  24th  street,  and 
will  be  the  first  high  school  branch  in 
Chicago.  The  second  branch  to  be 
opened  in  1916  will  be  known  as  Wood- 
lawn  Branch  and  will  be  installed  in 
rented  quarters  at  1173  63d  street. 

Holiday  Hours 

On  Christmas  Day,  Saturday,  De- 
cember 25th,  the  Main  Library  and  all 
branch  libraries  in  all  parts  of  the  city 
will  be  closed  all  day.  On  New  Year's 
Day  the  reading  room  of  the  Main 
Library  will  be  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  6 
p.  m.,  the  branches  from  2  to  6  p.  m. 
The  usual  Sunday  hours  will  be  ob- 
served on  the  Sundays  after  Christmas 
and  New  Year's  Day,  December  26th 
and  January  2d,  respectively. 

On  Christmas  Eve,  Friday,  Decem- 
ber 24th,  all  of  the  branch  libraries 
will  be  closed  at  6  o'clock.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to  draw 
books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card  thus  is- 
sued, any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non-fiction 
card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw  one  book, 
not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued  on  the  regu- 
lar card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the  same  time, 
enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction  books,  or 
one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be  re- 
newed but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may 
use  the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of 
the  Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books 
on  the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks, 
which  must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and 
no  other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  in- 
curring the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is  drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Either  because  at  least  two  journals 
devoted  principally  to  modern  poetry 
are  published  here,  or  that  a  surpris- 
ingly large  number  of  modern  poets 
dwell  here,  Chicago  has  become  the 
center  of  the  renaissance  of  poetry 
which  just  now  is  especially  manifest 
in  magazine  literature.  Two  books  of 
poetry  which  have  had  a  circulation  al- 
most comparable  with  that  of  the  best 
sellers,  are  the  product  of  present-day 
Illinois  poets — the  Congo  by  Vachel 
Lindsey,  and  Spoon  River  Anthology 


by  Edgar  Lee  Masters.  Mr.  Masters 
wrote  under  the  pen-name  of  Webster 
Ford  when  his  contributions  appeared 
in  the  periodical  press.  Both  books 
have  been  widely  discussed  and  com- 
mented upon  in  this  country  and 
abroad,  and  both  promise  to  be  the 
forerunners  of  a  new  note  in  verse — or 
at  least  in  verse  form.

Chicago  flavor.  In  a  current  issue  of 
the  Bookman,  Agnes  Lee  writes  of 
The  Divers,  with  its  poignant  recurrent 
lines:

The  poem,  which  is  a  pitiless  protest 
against  greed  and  the  inhumanity  to 
which  it  gives  birth,  begins :

Notable  also  among  the  most  recent 
productions  of  the  Chicago  poets,  and 
dealing  with  a  Chicago  subject,  is  the 
poem  occupying  two  pages  in  a  late  num- 
ber of  the  New  Republic  entitled  "The 
Loop,"  by  Edgar  Lee  Masters. 

Of  Chicago  periodicals  interesting  in 
this  connection :  Miss  Harriet  Monroe's 
monthly  magazine  Poetry  has  been 
published  regularly  for  two  years,  a 
group  of  poetry  lovers  having  sub- 
scribed liberally  to  enable  publication 
for  a  period  of  five  years  without  re- 
gard to  general  support;  The  Little 
Review,  edited  by  Miss  Margaret  An- 
derson, has  appeared  more  or  less  regu- 
larly for  more  than  a  year,  and  has 
given  much  prominence  to  poetry ;  The 
Trimmed  Lamp,  which  began  as  an  art 
brochure,  has  been  enlarged  and  in- 
cludes much  original  poetry ;  at  in- 
tervals The  Dial  devotes  several  pages 
to  reviews  of  current  poetry.  It  is  also 
significant  that  one  of  the  local  book- 
stores has  maintained  a  "Poetry  Table" 
for  a  year  past,  in  response  to  increas- 
ing demands  for  that  type  of  literature. 
Substantial  prizes  have  been  awarded 
through  Poetry  and  The  Trimmed 
Lamp,  by  anonymous  donors,  for  origi- 
nal contributions  of  verse  meeting  cer- 
tain tests. 

Elsewhere,  too,  there  is  a  notable 
tendency  to  revival  of  interest  in  mod- 
ern poetry.  Of  the  general  magazines, 
two  maintain  regular  departments  on 
the  subject: 

Current  Opinion — Voices  of  the  liv- 
ing poets,  among  well-known  names 
represented  recently  in  this  grouping 
being  Rupert  Brooke,  Sara  Teasdale, 
Don  Marquis,  Edith  Thomas,  Vachel 
Lindsay,  Antonio  Giovannitti,  Richard 
LeGallienne. 

Literary    Digest  —  Current    Poetry, 


among  recent  examples  quoted  being 
poems  by  Joyce  Kilmer,  Robert  Frost, 
Bliss  Carman,  Arthur  Guiterman, 
Charles  Hanon  Towne. 

The  English  Review  gives  leading 
position  to  poems  in  each  monthly  is- 
sue, John  Masefield's  poems  "The  Daf- 
fodil Fields,"  and  "Dauber"  having 
first  appeared  in  print  on  the  first 
pages  of  this  magazine.  The  Egoist, 
a  monthly  magazine  published  in  Lon- 
don, fosters  "the  newest  and  best  ex- 
perimental English  and  American 
poetry."  Previous  to  the  war,  the 
Poetry  Book  Shop  in  London,  had  on 
its  shelves  books  of  poetry  only.  Since 
the  war's  beginning  a  large  volume  of 
poetry  inspired  by  the  great  conflict 
has  appeared,  some  of  it  in  the  form  of 
broadsides,  chapbooks  and  garlands 
sold  at  from  twopence  to  sixpence.  In 
general,  however,  literature  has  lan- 
guished. D.  H.  Lawrence  recently 
wrote:  "How  is  poetry  going  in 
America?  There  is  none  in  England; 
the  muse  has  gone  like  the  swallows  in 
winter." 

On  this  side  of  the  great  water,  the 
reverse  situation  is  true.  A  Poetry 
Society  of  America  has  been  organized, 
with  monthly  meetings.  The  Century. 
Scribner's  and  other  leading  magazines 
are  giving  increased  prominence  to 
poetry.  So  are  certain  lesser  periodi- 
cals, as  for  instance  Reedy's  Mirror, 
and  the  Bellman,  and,  among  other 
newspapers,  the  Boston  Transcript. 
Alfred  Noyes  is  lecturing  on  poetry  at 
the  universities,  and  John  Masefield  is 
coming  to  lecture.  The  second  annual 
issue  of  William  Stanley  Braithwaite's 
Anthology  of  Magazine  Verse  has  just 
appeared.  In  this  resume  for  1915,  the 
compiler  has  indexed  530  poets  and 
about  1500  poems.  In  a  summary  of 
thirteen  selected  magazines,  he  lists 
772  poems,  and  310  of  them  are  called 
poems  of  distinction. 

One  of  the  curious  tendencies  ap- 
parent in  this  great  output  of  melody 
in  minor  chords,  is  the  growth  of  the 
Imagist  School.

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Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to 
draw  books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card 
thus  issued,  any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non- 
fiction  card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw 
one  book,  not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued 
on  the  regular  card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the 
same  time,  enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction 
books,  or  one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
once  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
renewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on 
the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction, 
of  the  Librarian.

III.    The  Fine  Arts 

Magazines  devoted  to  the  arts  and 
crafts  are  currently  on  file  in  the  Arts 
and  Crafts  Room,  fifth  floor  west,  of 
the  Central  Library.    These  are  many 
in  number,  and  include  some  sumptu- 
ously illustrated.    As  there  are  in  Chi- 
cago thousands  of  art  students  engaged 
in  developing  such  talent  as  they  pos- 
sess, naturally  there  is  large  demand 
for  related  magazine  literature.    There 
are  other  local  reasons  why  this  cur- 
rent material  in  print  bears  interest  for 
readers  in  Chicago.    The  Art  Institute 
is  recognized  in  its  policies  as  the  most 
democratic  establishment  of  its   type 
in  the  world,  as  well  as  the  one  whose 
attendance  outranks  that  of  any  other 
in  the  United  States.     Chicago  is  the 
home   of   sculptors,   portrait   painters, 
etchers,  and  arts  craftsmen  whose  work 
and  whose  names  are  known  far  be- 
yond the  borders  of  the  state.    Among 
the   eminent  sculptors   may   be   men- 
tioned   Lorado   Taft,    whose    Midway 
Studio  is  the  rallying  point  for  a  group 
of  promising  pupils ;  Leonard  Crunelle 
and  Charles  Mulligan.  Ralph  Clarkson, 
Louis  Betts,  Lawton  Parker  and  Wil- 
liam  Penhallow   Henderson   have  na- 
tional reputations  as  portrait  painters, 
while  the  canvases  of  Karl  A.  Buehr, 
Charles    Francis    Brown    and    Wilson 
Irvine  have  made  their   reputations   as 
artists  in  the  East  as  well  as  in  the  Mid- 
dle West,  and  the  child  portraiture  of 
Adam   Emory  Albright  has   won   de- 
served recognition   from  connoisseurs 
elsewhere  as  well  as  here.    Earl  Reed's 
etchings  of  the  south  shore  dunes,  and 
his  poetic  interpretation  of  them,  have 
established    his    fame,    and    there    are 
other  etchers  whose  distinctive  work 
has  been   given  deserved  recognition. 
Recently,    the    Stockyards    Colony   of 
Artists  came  into  existence  in  an  as- 
sociated endeavor  that  led  to  the  open- 
ing of  a  gallery  in  the  stockyards  re- 
gion, and  now  the  art  lover  makes  pil- 
grimages from  the  numerous  studios 


on  the  boulevard  to  the  busy  region 
which  is  a  world  of  its  own  on  the 
south  side.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to 
draw  books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card 
thus  issued,  any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non- 
fiction  card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw 
one  book,  not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued 
on  the  regular  card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the 
same  time,  enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction 
books,  or  one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
once  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
renewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on 
the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

New  Finding  Lists  at  Reduced  Cost 


With  a  view  to  as  wide  a  distribution 
as  possible  of  the  Library's  finding  lists, 
a  material  reduction  in  the  prices  of  all 
of  them  has  been  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  An  important  series 
of  issues  has  been  projected  for  1916; 
the  first  of  these  has  just  come  from  the 
press,  being  Part  I  of  Books  Added, 
1911-1915,  a  five-year  cumulation  of 
the  fifty  monthly  lists  which  have 
appeared  in  the  Book  List  during  the 
years  above  included.  Inasmuch  as 
the  book  titles  added  in  1915  have  been 
included,  the  annual  cumulation  will  be 
omitted  this  year.  The  quinquennial 
cumulation  will  comprise  11,000  titles, 
and  will  be  issued  in  three  parts,  as 
follows : 

Part  I — Fiction,  embracing  2500  titles, 
with  names  of  authors  and  titles  ar- 
ranged alphabetically.  Now  ready  for 
distribution. 

Part  II — Juvenile,  comprising  1500 
titles,  with  authors  and  titles  in 
one  alphabetical  arrangement.  Ready 
March  15. 


Part  III— Non-fiction,  7000  titles, 
grouped  in  classes  as  follows:  Phil- 
osophy, Religion,  Social  Sciences,  Lan- 
guage, Literature,  History,  Biography, 
Travel,  Useful  Arts  and  Fine  Arts. 
This  part  will  be  supplied  with  an  ad- 
mirable author,  title  and  subject  index 
in  one  alphabet.  Ready  about  April  1. 

About  April  15  will  be  issued  an 
important  indexed  finding  list  compris- 
ing all  the  titles  in  the  Library  on  the 
subjects  of  Philosophy,  Religion  and 
Medicine. 

The  first  two  select  topical  lists  of  a 
number  planned  for  1916  have  just 
been  issued.  They  are : 

William  Shakespeare,  1616-1916;  giv- 
ing collected  editions  in  the  Library, 
including  translations  into  German, 
French,  Italian,  Bohemian,  Danish, 
Dutch,  and  Yiddish;  separate  works, 
commentaries,  and  works  about  the 
great  dramatist;  32  pages. 

Actable  One-Act  Plays  (135  titles); 
16  pages. 

At  intervals  during  the  year,  these 
publications  will  be  followed  by  sepa- 
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rate  lists  of  books  in  foreign  languages, 
books  for  the  blind,  etc.

What's  in  the  Magazines 


IV.  Actor  Folk  and  Play  Writers 
Evidence  of  the  great  interest  mani- 
fested in  the  mimic  life  portrayed 
behind  footlights  is  to  be  found  in  the 
place  and  space  given  by  many  general 
magazines  to  the  new  dramas  that  are 
written  and  produced,  the  personnel  of 
the  actors  and  authors,  and  within 
recent  times  the  related  gossip  of  the 
cinema  world.  Regular  departments 
of  dramatic  comment  and  criticism 
contributed  by  authorities  of  national 
reputation  are  maintained  by  some  of 
the  monthly  and  weekly  magazines, 
and  numerous  periodicals  are  devoted 
exclusively  to  these  subjects.  So  exten- 
sive is  the  ephemeral  literature  of  the 
drama,  spoken  and  pictorial,  that  a 
quarterly  dramatic  index  is  issued  to 
serve  as  guide  to  articles,  reviews  and 
pictures  appearing  in  fifty-nine  period- 
icals. These  references  are  gathered 
annually  in  the  form  of  a  Dramatic 
Index  issued  as  a  volume. 

At  least  two  general  magazines  print 
each  month  a  summarized  narrative  of 
the  leading  play  of  the  day,  usually 
with  liberal  extracts  from  the  text; 
others  print  descriptions  and  excerpts.

The  Dramatist  Quarterly  attempts 
an  outline  of  plots  of  all  recent  plays, 
the  file  for  the  past  two  years  includ- 
ing seventy-six  plots.  Each  analysis 
states  the  problem  in  three  lines,  the 
two  specimen  extracts  which  follow 
indicating  the  general  type : 

The  Third  Floor  Back 

1.  A  symbol  of  brotherly  love  encounters 

selfish  souls. 

2.  He   insists  on  seeing  only  the  best   in 

them. 

3.  His  faith  usually  rehabilitates  them. 


A  Bachelor's  Romance 

1.  A  bachelor  awards  a  prize  to  his  rival. 

2.  The  money  demoralizes  him. 

3.  The  bachelor  gets  the  girl. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  dra- 
matic evolution  now  in  progress  is  to 
be  found  in  the  currently  printed  ar- 
ticles about  the  diminutive  play-houses, 
whose  productions  in  dramaturgy  are 
analogous  to  the  movement  of  the 
cubists  and  futurists  in  art,  and  the 
imagistes  in  poetry.  Among  them  may 
be  mentioned  Maurice  Browne's  Little 
Theatre  in  Chicago,  with  its  seating 
capacity  of  99;  Mrs.  Edith  Stewart's 
Bluebird  Theatre  in  Milwaukee;  the 
Little  Playhouse  in  Cincinnati;  the 
Bandbox  Theatre  of  New  York;  the 
Portmanteau  Theatre,  recently  set  up 
in  Evanston ;  Providence's  Talma 
Theatre;  Boston's  Toy  Theatre;  of 
special  local  interest,  the  Outdoor 
Theatre  of  the  Lake  Forest  Players; 
and,  perhaps,  of  special  importance  in 
the  development  of  the  experimental 
drama,  the  47  Workshop  at  Harvard, 
managed  by  Prof.  George  Pierce 
Baker. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  a  large  circle 
of  readers  is  interested  in  the  current 
literature  of  the  drama.  The  Drama 
League,  which  originated  in  Evanston, 
is  now  a  national  organization  with 
branches  in  all  the  leading  cities,  and  a 
membership  of  many  thousands.  The 
theater-going  public  is  large,  and  the 
moving  picture  public  still  larger.

In  addition  to  a  card 
thus  issued,  any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non- 
fiction  card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw 
one  book,  not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued 
on  the  regular  card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the 
same  time,  enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction 
books,  or  one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
once  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
renewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on 
the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Wanted — One  Million  Dollars 

Many  additional  branch  library  buildings  are  needed  in  Chicago.  A  million 
dollars  would  purchase  sites  and  enable  the  construction  of  suitable  buildings 
in  sufficient  number  to  supply  the  city  with  a  system  comparable  to  those  of 
New  York,  Brooklyn,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Detroit, 
St.  Louis,  Denver,  Minneapolis,  Seattle,  Portland,  or  Los  Angeles. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Chicago  Library  possesses  fewer  branch  buildings 
than  any  one  of  the  cities  named,  fewer  than  Louisville,  Indianapolis,  Balti- 
more or  New  Orleans — and  indeed  a  less  number  than  may  be  found  in  many 
cities  of  less  than  100,000  inhabitants.  In  each  of  the  first-named  list  of  mu- 
nicipalities, attractive  and  imposing  structures  costing  from  $50,000  to  $200,000 
each,  have  been  erected,  chiefly  from  gifts  received  from  philanthropic  sources. 
New  York  owns  43  such  buildings  in  addition  to  the  Central  building ;  Brook- 
lyn, 30;  Philadelphia,  25;  Boston,  13;  Pittsburgh,  8;  Cleveland,  12;  St.  Louis, 
7;  Detroit,  9;  Los  Angeles,  15. 

The  three  branch  library  buildings  which  belong  to  the  Chicago  Public 
Library  and  their  cost,  inclusive  of  sites,  are  the  following: 

T.  B.  Blackstone  branch,  corner  Lake  avenue  and  Forty-ninth  street, 
$250,000.  Gift  of  Mrs.  T.  B.  Blackstone. 

Hiram  Kelly  branch,  corner  Normal  avenue  and  Sixty-second  street,  $75,- 
000.  The  late  Hiram  Kelly  bequeathed  $200,000  for  the  use  of  the  Public 
Library. 

George  H.  Walker  branch,  Morgan  Park,  $25,000.  Gift  of  the  late  Geo. 
H.  Walker. 

Of  the  other  branch  libraries  maintainedjjpy  tfie  Chicago  Public  Library, 
nineteen  are  in  park  field  houses,  six  are  in  scmool  buildings,  two  are  in  insti- 
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tutional  establishments,  and  seven  are  in  rented  quarters.  The  last-named,  hav- 
ing been  placed  with  special  regard  to  need  and  convenience,  enjoy  the  largest 
circulations  of  books  for  home  use,  but  involve  an  annual  outlay  of  $10,000 
for  rentals  which  preferably  might  be  expended  for  book  purchases  if  the 
city  owned  the  buildings  instead  of  being  called  upon  to  pay  rent.  Another 
disadvantage  is  the  insecurity  as  to  permanence  which  attaches  to  leased  prem- 
ises. Moreover,  it  is  difficult  to  provide  adequate  library  service  in  quarters 
not  planned  for  the  purpose. 

Having  in  view  a  standardized  plan  that  shall  yield  a  maximum  of  space 
and  convenience  at  a  minimum  of  cost  for  construction  as  well  as  of  admin- 
istration, the  Library  Board  has  adopted  plans  for  the  initial  branch  library 
building  of  what  it  is  hoped  may  grow  into  a  system  of  branch  libraries  cov- 
ering the  entire  city.  Each  is  to  cost  not  to  exceed  $25,000,  including  purchase 
of  well-located  site  and  erection  of  suitable  building,  providing  approximate- 
ly 5,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  and  containing  separate  reading  rooms  for 
adult  and  juvenile  readers,  story  hour  nook,  reference  facilities  and  circulation 
department — practically  all  the  accommodations,  except  auditoriums,  included 
in  branch  library  buildings  costing  from  two  to  six  times  this  expenditure. 

The  new  building  is  to  be  located  in  the  heart  of  Woodlawn.  Plans  for 
buildings  elsewhere  will  have  to  wait  until  additional  funds  not  now  available 
can  be  secured.  In  an  article  by  Mr.  Henry  M.  Hyde  recently  printed  in  the 
Chicago  Tribune,  gifts  of  not  less  than  a  million  dollars  each  are  credited  to 
twenty-three  Chicago  philanthropists.  The  name  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  beneficiaries. 

A  gift  of  one  million  dollars  would  provide  forty  branch  library  buildings 
for  Chicago's  population  of  two  and  a  half  million  inhabitants,  and  lesser 
amounts  would  yield  branch  libraries  in  proportion. 


What's  in  the  Magazines 


V:  The  Story  Tellers 

Few  periodicals  general  in  character 
fail  to  make  a  feature  of  fiction.  From 
the  time,  two  hundred  years  ago,  when 
DeFoe's  Robinson  Crusoe  was  printed 
serially  in  Heathcote's  Intelligencer, 
until  the  present  era  of  many  maga- 
zines, the  continued  story  has  been 
popular  with  readers,  and  profitable  for 
publishers.  Mr.  Henry  Mills  Alden, 
for  many  years  editor  of  Harper's 
Monthly,  holds  that  the  novel  and  the 
monthly  magazine  emerged  during 
the  same  generation. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  early- 
day  fiction  that  appeared  in  serial  form 
was  long-winded  and  tiresome  accord- 
ing to  present-day  standards.  But  in 
the  days  of  the  old  English  coffee- 
houses and  inns,  even  the  tedious  nov- 
els of  the  time  appealed  with  extraor- 


dinary interest  to  the  sympathies  of 
all  classes.  Some  of  the  finest  tales 
and  romances  of  the  Victorian  period 
first  appeared  in  the  pages  of  the  mag- 
azines— among  them  novels  by  Charles 
Lever,  Bulwer,  George  Eliot,  William 
Makepiece  Thackeray,  Anthony  Trol- 
lope,  Thomas  Hardy,  and  Charles  Dick- 
ens. These,  and  others  by  lesser  writ- 
ers like  Samuel  Lover,  William  Harri- 
son Ainsworth,  Samuel  Warren  and 
their  contemporaries,  may  be  found  in 
the  old  files  of  Blackwood's  Magazine, 
Bentley's  Miscellany,  Cornhill,  Fras- 
er's,  All  the  Year  Round  and  House- 
hold Words,  as  well  as  the  early  num- 
bers of  the  then  new  American  maga- 
zines, Harper's  and  Atlantic. 

Much  of  the  notable  fiction  contrib- 
uted by  the  well-known  writers  of  this 
and  the  previous  generation — Steven- 
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son,  Meredith,  James,  Howells,  Con- 
rad, Hewlett,  Galsworthy,  Bennett, 
Mrs.  Humphrey  Ward,  Kipling — has 
been  given  to  readers  on  the  instalment 
plan  before  being  put  between  the 
covers  of  a  book.  Among  the  "best 
sellers"  of  the  past  five  years,  the  fol- 
lowing are  a  few  of  those  that  appeared 
previously  as  magazine  serials:

In  the  realm  of  the  short  story,  the 
American  magazine  is  predominant. 
In  a  review  of  the  short  stories  of  1915 
contributed  by  Mr.  Edward  J.  O'Brien 
to  a  Boston  paper,  he  admitted  that 
during  the  past  year  he  had  read  more 
than  two  thousand  American  short 
stories  in  a  critical  spirit.  He  added, 
in  his  review : 

"In  reaffirming  this  year  the  signifi- 
cant position  of  the  American  short 
story  as  compared  with  the  English 
short  story,  I  am  more  impressed  than 
ever  with  the  leadership  manifested  by 
American  artists  in  this  literary  form. 
During  the  past  year  I  have  read  over 
two  thousand  American  short  stories 
in  a  critical  spirit,  and  they  have  made 


me  lastingly  hopeful  of  our  literary  fu- 
ture. A  spirit  of  change  is  acting  on 
our  literature.  There  is  a  fresh  living 
current  in  the  air." 

"Of  the  2200  short  stories  which  I 
examined  thoroughly  in  my  study  of 
forty-six  periodicals,  I  find  that  683 
stories  possessed  distinction,  269  stor- 
ies possessed  high  distinction,  and  91 
stories  were  of  more  or  less  permanent 
literary  value." 

In  order  of  precedence,  based  on  the 
number  of  new  stories  of  distinctive 
merit  published  during  1915,  the  eigh- 
teen magazines  publishing  over  twen- 
ty-five short  stories  during  the  year 
rank  as  follows :

"A  year 
ago,  a  slender  little  monthly  magazine 
entitled  The  Midland  was  first  issued 
in  Iowa  City.  It  attracted  very  little 
attention,  and  in  the  course  of  the  year 
published  but  nine  short  stories.  It 
has  been  my  pleasure  and  wonder  to 
find  in  these  nine  stories  the  most  vital 
interpretation  in  fiction  of  our  national 
life  that  many  years  have  been  able 
to  show." 

"One  new  short  story  writer  has  ap- 
peared this  year  whose  five  published 
stories  open  a  new  field  to  fiction,  and 
have  a  human  richness  of  feeling  and 
imagination  rare  in  our  over-sophisti- 
cated literature.  I  refer  to  the  fables 
of  Seumas  O'Brien.  At  first  one  is 
struck  with  their  utter  absence  of  form, 


and  then  one  realizes  that  this  is  a  con- 
scious art  that  wanders  truant  over  life 
and  imagination.

Examples  of  Japanese  Water  Colors 

Some  twenty-five  examples  of  the 
work  of  Japanese  students  in  the  To- 
kyo School  of  Fine  Arts  are  on  exhibit 
in  the  Arts  and  Crafts  Room  of  the 
Chicago  Public  Library.  Most  of  them 
are  water  colors  painted  on  silk  in  na- 
tive wood  frames  and  are  in  the  form 
of  wall  panels  three  to  five  feet  high 
and  one  to  three  feet  wide.  They  por- 
tray flowers,  leaves,  fruits  of  various 
kinds,  animal  forms  such  as  cats,  dogs, 
rabbits,  birds  and  chickens,  children, 
peasant  women,  conventional  designs 
and  the  like.  They  are  the  work  of  pu- 
pils from  sixteen  to  twenty-five  years 
of  age,  and  show  the  unmistakeable 
artistic  ability  of  the  Japanese  people. 
They  will  be  of  considerable  interest 
to  all  students  of  art  and  design,  espe- 
cially to  those  who  are  admirers  of 
things  Japanese. 

These  art  panels  formed  part  of  the 
Japanese  exhibit  at  the  San  Francisco 
exposition,  and  at  the  close  of  the  fair 
were  given  by  the  Japanese  govern- 
ment to  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation, whose  headquarters  are  located 
in  Chicago.  They  will  be  shown  at 
the  Chicago  Public  Library  for  the 
next  few  weeks,  and  will  then  probably 
be  lent  to  public  and  college  libraries 
in  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  ex- 
hibit is  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  library, 
southwest  corner,  and  is  open  from  9 
to  5 :30  daily,  except  Sunday.

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Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to 
draw  books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card 
thus  issued,  any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non- 
fiction  card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw 
one  book,  not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued 
on  the  regular  card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the 
same  time,  enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction 
books,  or  one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
once  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
renewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on 
the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Slides  on  Social  Subjects 


In  connection  with  the  "Chicago 
course"  in  the  public  schools,  many 
hundreds  of  teachers  have  profited 
from  a  splendid  collection  of  pictorial 
and  printed  material  gathered  together 
by  the  Civic  Education  Extension 
Committee.  Through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  F.  Dummer,  who 
have  done  much  to  foster  the  move- 
ment and  to  interest  teachers  in  the 
use  of  collateral  material,  a  considera- 
ble part  of  this  valuable  collection  has 
been  turned  over  to  the  Civics  Room  of 
the  Library  for  general  public  use. 

Included  in  the  collection  are  many 
maps  of  European  cities,  comprising 
the  principal  industrial  centers,  show- 
ing the  residence  zones,  the  sections 
designated  by  municipal  law  for  manu- 
facturing sites,  and  similar  apportion- 
ment of  corporate  areas  in  well-planned 
cities.  There  is  also  a  large  collection 
of  stereopticon  slides,  illustrative  of 
city  activities  in  Europe  and  the  United 
States.  The  slides  have  been  fully 


indexed  on  a  novel  plan,  showing 
pictorially  in  scrap  books  what  is 
included  in  the  various  groups.  They 
will  be  loaned  to  teachers,  lecturers 
and  organizations  which  can  use  them 
advantageously.

Other  departments  of  the  Library 
also  have  collections  of  graphic  mate- 
rial, though  not  so  specialized.

Shakespeare    Scenes    and    Portraiture 


In  commemoration  of  the  Shake- 
speare Tercentenary,  April  23,  the 
Chicago  Public  Library  arranged  an 
exhibit  of  prints  and  pictures  illustra- 
tive of  his  works  and  times.  Hundreds 
of  visitors  have  viewed  the  exhibit 


with  interest  daily,  and  no  doubt  many 
thousands  of  Library  users  will  view 
the  pictures  during  the  remaining 
weeks  of  this  month  that  they  will  be 
displayed. 

The  exhibit  has  been  placed  on  the 
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fourth  floor  of  the  Central  building, 
occupying  the  wide  corridor  on  the 
Washington  street  side.  In  addition 
to  twelve  double  screens,  interesting 
books  associated  with  Shakespeare 
have  been  placed  in  display  cases.  The 
headings  on  the  bulletin  boards  of  the 
Shakespeare  exhibit  will  serve  to  indi- 
cate its  character:

Among  the  pictures  of  Shakespeare 
himself  is  the  Droeshout  portrait  which 
appeared  in  the  first  folio  of  Shakes- 
peare's work,  concerning  which  Ben 
Jonson  wrote: 

The    figure    that   thou   here    seest    put, 
It  was  for  gentle  Shakespeare  cut: 
Wherein  the  graver  had  a  strife 
With  nature,  to  outdo  the  life: 
O,  could  he  but  have  drawne  his  wit 
As  well  in  brasse,  as  he  hath  hit 
His  face,  the  Print  would  then  surpasse 
All,  that  was  ever  writ  in  brasse. 
But,  since  he  cannot,  Reader,  looke 
Not  on  his  Picture,  but  his  Booke. 

There  are  copies  of  the  Chandos  por- 
trait, the  original  of  which  hangs  in  the 
National  Portrait  Gallery  in  London; 
the  Menzel  portrait,  an  imaginary  like- 
ness done  by  a  German  artist,  and 
others. 


In  one  group  there  are  a  score  or 
more  of  famous  Hamlets,  including  a 
portrait  of  John  Lowin,  the  first  man 
who  played  Hamlet. 

Besides  these  there  are  many 
Shakespearean  actors  in  various  roles: 
Fanny  Kemble,  her  father  and  her 
brother,  Susan  Cushman,  Edwin  Booth, 
Hackett,  other  actors  of  the  past,  as 
well  as  the  favorites  of  today. 

Among  the  Shakespearean  theatres 
are  exterior  views  of  the  Globe  and 
Bankside  theatres,  the  "fore"  and 
"inner  stage,"  the  manner  of  seating 
the  audiences,  the  first  production  of 
Merry  wives  of  Windsor. 

Scenes  from  the  plays,  of  which  there 
are  more  than  a  hundred  pictures,  have 
attracted  much  attention  because  of 
their  association  with  performances  by 
favorite  actors,  and  because  of  the  cos- 
tumes that  may  be  copied  by  would-be 
players. 

Other  groups  in  the  exhibit  are 
"Shakespeare's  heroines",  Stratford 
town,  Booklists  and  magazines  devoted 
entirely  to  Shakespeareana. 

The  display  cases  contain  facsimiles 
of  the  first  three  folios  of  Shakespeare's 
plays,  published  in  1623,  1632,  and  1664  ; 
a  volume  of  the  Knight  edition,  beauti- 
fully illustrated  with  steel  engravings, 
a  volume  of  the  Boydell  edition,  pub- 
lished in  1802,  decorated  with  engrav- 
ings of  paintings  done  by  English 
artists  expressly  for  this  work ;  attract- 
ive editions  for  young  people,  various 
Hamlets,  and  miscellaneous  pamphlets 
on  Shakespeare. 

Two  lists  in  one  of  the  display  cases 
have  been  found  particularly  interest- 
ing. One  of  them  includes  sixty-nine 
names  of  plants  and  flowers  indicative 
of  the  plant  lore  and  garden  craft  of 
Shakespeare.  Some  of  the  public  parks 
are  planning  to  plant  Shakespeare  gar- 
dens, and  a  plasterine  model  designed 
by  Mr.  Jens  Jensen  is  to  be  added  to 
the  exhibit  in  the  Public  Library.

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to 
draw  books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card 
thus  issued,  any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non- 
fiction  card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw 
one  book,  not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued 
on  the  regular  card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the 
same  time,  enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction 
books,  or  one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
once  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
renewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on 
the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  ink- 
posed,  whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Class  Room  Collections 


Since  1910,  the  schools  of  Chicago 
have  been  supplied  upon  request  of 
principals  or  individual  teachers  with 
class  room  collections  for  the  use  of 
pupils.  These  collections  comprise 
groups  of  books  numbering  from  fifty 
to  sixty  volumes  each,  adapted  to  the 
average  children  of  the  several  grades. 
They  are  retained  in  the  class  room  for 
one  semester,  and  are  then  exchange- 
able for  a  similar  collection  embracing 
other  titles.  The  books  are  not  de- 
signed for  class  room  use,  but  are 
loaned  for  reading  at  home.  During 
the  past  year  755  class  room  boxes 
were  sent  to  152  school  buildings,  and 
there  has  been  a  long  waiting  list  of 
teachers  whose  requests  could  not  be 
met  for  lack  of  books.  The  30,990  vol- 
umes represent  a  total  of  1,512  titles, 
and  the  total  issues  for  the  year  were 
about  a  quarter  of  a  million.  The  titles 
which  follow  in  graded  groups  give  the 
following  representation  for  the  re- 
spective grades :

Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Cook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
city,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ing a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
in  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
cation and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to 
draw  books  for  home  use.  In  addition  to  a  card 
thus  issued,  any  registered  reader  may  secure  a  Non- 
fiction  card,  which  will  permit  the  holder  to  draw 
one  book,  not  a  novel,  in  addition  to  a  book  issued 
on  the  regular  card.  Both  cards  may  be  used  at  the 
same  time,  enabling  readers  to  secure  two  non-fiction 
books,  or  one  book  of  fiction  and  one  non-fiction. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
cation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
once  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
renewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
out  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
delivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 


Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
the  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on 
the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  stacks,  which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work  is  im- 
posed, whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which 
is  not  returned  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
issue.  An  additional  charge  of  two  cents  is  made 
for  each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a  book,  and  no 
other  books  will  be  delivered  to  the  person  incurring 
the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  is 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

More  Privileges  for  Readers 

On  and  after  October  16th,  1916,  the  Chicago  Public  Library  will  allow  five 
books  (fiction  or  non-fiction)  to  be  drawn  on  a  Reader's  Card  issued  to  any 
adult  user,  and  the  issuance  of  Non-Fiction  Cards  will  be  discontinued. 

Juvenile  Cards  will  permit  holders  to  draw  two  books. 

As  heretofore,  books,  except  those  labeled  "Seven-Day,"  may  be  retained  two 
weeks,  and  renewed  for  two  weeks  longer.  In  justice  to  all  concerned,  no  second 
renewal,  and  no  transfer  to  another  card  will  be  allowed.  Seven-Day  books  are 
not  renewable. 

Books  must  be  presented  with  the  card  to  secure  renewal. 

As  a  new  record  system  will  go  into  effect  at  the  same  time,  patrons  are  re- 
quested to  bear  patiently  any  confusion  which  may  result  while  the  change  is  in 
process. 

The  Public  Library  desires  to  render  to  the  public  as  expeditious,  as  complete 
and  as  satisfactory  service  as  its  resources  will  permit. 

Regulations  Pertaining  to  the  Use  of  Books 

Five  books  may  be  drawn  on  an  adult  Reader's  Card,  and  two  on  a  Juvenile 
Card. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks,  and  may  be  once  renewed  for  the  same 
period.  No  book  shall  be  re-issued  to  the  same  person  on  the  day  of  its  return. 

Books  of  recent  purchase,  labeled  "Seven-day  book,"  shall  not  be  renewed 
or  transferred. 

Books  drawn  upon  vacation  cards,  or  other  special  privilege  cards,  may  be 
retained  for  such  periods  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Librarian,  shall  best  carry  out 
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the  purpose  for  which  special  cards  are  issued,    without   impairing   the   rights   and 
privileges  of  library  users  not  holding  special  cards. 

For  detention  of  books  beyond  the  period  prescribed  by  the  Board,  or  the 
Librarian,  fines  shall  be  charged  as  follows: 

Except  as  hereinafter  provided  for  books  drawn  on  juvenile  and  on  vacation 
cards,  for  any  work  whether  bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  three  cents  per  day, 
plus  postage  expended  in  sending  notice  or  notices  to  the  borrower  and  the 
guarantor. 

For  books  drawn  on  juvenile  cards,  one  cent  per  day,  during  such  period  01 
detention,  plus  postage  expended  in  sending  notices  to  the  borrowers  and  the 
guarantors. 

For  books  drawn  on  vacation  cards,  one  cent  per  day  for  each  volume  overdue 
plus  postage  expended  in  sending  notice  or  notices  to  the  borrower  and  the  guar 
antor. 

When  a  book  shall  have  been  detained  beyond  the  prescribed  time,  and  it  be 
comes  necessary  to  send  a  messenger  to  the  borrower  to  secure  its  return,  an  addi- 
tional fine  of  twenty-five  cents  shall  be  charged. 

The  last  user  of  a  book  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  mutilation,  ink  stains 
or  writing,  unless  immediate  notice  of  defect  is  given  the  Library. 

Persons  not  resident  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  but 
conducting  a  business  establishment,  or  having  a  definite  business  location  or  office 
in  the  city,  and  persons  regularly  and  permanently  employed  in  the  city,  shall  be 
entitled  to  draw  books  from  the  Library  upon  furnishing  proper  guaranties  as  to  the 
use  of  such  books  and  the  payment  of  charges  occurring  through  loss  of  or  dam- 
age to  books,  and  fines  charged  for  detention  of  such  books  beyond  the  pre- 
scribed period.  No  guarantor  not  an  actual  resident  of  the  city  shall  be  accepted 
on  behalf  of  such  applicants. 

The  privileges  of  the  Library  are  extended  to  persons  residing  outside  of  the 
city  limits,  who  are  attending  school  in  Chicago,  subject  to  the  regulations  that 
apply  to  actual  residents  of  the  city. 

Where  Books  Are  Issued

Notes 


Thousands  of  visitors  from  other 
parts  of  the  United  States  come  to  the 
Main  Library  annually.  A  handbook 
issued  some  years  ago  descriptive  of  the 
architectural  beauties  of  the  building, 
with  its  liberal  use  of  white  Carrara 
marble,  black  veined  Swiss  marble  and 
Connemara  Irish  marble,  and  the  beau- 
tiful mother  of  pearl  mosaics  which 
adorn  the  grand  stairways,  balustrades 
and  some  of  the  larger  rooms,  has  been 
out  of  print  for  some  time,  and  a  new 
edition  is  about  to  be  issued.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  descriptive  material  in 
earlier  editions,  this  will  contain  infor- 
mation about  the  details  found  in  some 
parts  of  the  building — including  the 
story  of  the  seal  which  visitors  en- 
counter set  in  the  floor  of  the  Washing- 
ton street  entrance. 

This  large  plaque  is  a  relief  represen- 
tation in  brass  of  Chicago's  official  seal. 

The  history  of  Chicago's  seal  has 
been  one  of  mystery  and  uncertainty. 


Its  earliest  record  has  been  traced  back 
to  1833,  when  the  present  city  was  still 
a  town.  The  design  of  the  town's  seal 
was  a  primitive  yet  faithful  copy  of  the 
obverse  side  of  the  half-eagle  gold  coin 
of  the  United  States.  Col.  TJ.V.  Owen, 
United  States  commissioner  to  nego- 
tiate with  the  neighboring  Indian 
tribes,  and  president  of  the  town  board, 
has  been  credited  with  being  the  author 
of  this,  the  first  authentic  symbol  of  the 
town's  existence. 

Upon  the  incorporation  of  Chicago 
as  a  city  in  1837,  among  the  first  ques- 
tions to  come  before  the  common  coun- 
cil was  that  of  a  municipal  seal,  some  of 
the  city  fathers  seemingly  favoring  the 
retention  of  the  old  town  seal,  while 
others,  among  whom  were  Mayor 
Ogden  and  Alderman  Goodhue,  argued 
in  behalf  of  the  adoption  of  an  entirely 
new  seal,  symbolic  of  the  newly  created 
city's  present  and  future.  The  pro- 
tagonists of  the  future  of  the  infant  city 
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were  victorious,  a  committee  being 
appointed  to  draft  a  new  seal.  The 
committee,  whose  members  apparently 
were  endowed  with  considerable  her- 
aldic skill,  reported  in  July,  1837,  for 
enactment  as  a  municipal  seal,  the  de- 
vice which  later  gave  rise  to  much 
speculation  and  discussion. 

Although  the  original  drawing  is  lost, 
it  is  described  thus  in  the  ordinance: 
"The  shield  of  Chicago  shall  be  repre- 
sented by  a  shield  with  a  sheaf  of  wheat 
on  its  center;  a  ship  in  full  sail  on  the 
right;  a  sleeping  infant  on  the  top;  an 
Indian  with  bow  and  arrow  on  the  left ; 
and  with  the  motto  'Urbs  In  Horto,' 
at  the  bottom  of  shield,  with  the  inscrip- 
tion, 'City  of  Chicago — Incorporated 
4th  of  March,  1837,'  around  the  outside 
edge  of  said  seal." 

Amendments  to  the  above  ordinance 
were  made  in  June,  1854,  and  February, 
1893,  the  first  amendment  specifying 
that  "over  the  shield  an  infant  reposes 
on  a  sea-shell,"  while  the  latter  ampli- 
fies this  by  decreeing  a  "sleeping  infant 
on  top,  lying  on  its  back  on  a  shell." 
As  a  result  of  the  fact  that  no  faithful 
reproduction  of  the  seal  authorized  by 
the  ordinance  was  in  use  in  the  city's 
departments,  a  new  and  corrected  de- 
sign and  description  of  the  municipal 
seal  was  provided  for  by  ordinance  of 
March  20,  1905,  having  for  its  chief 
recommendation  heraldic  and  historic 
accuracy.  This  is  the  seal  of  the  Chi- 
cago of  our  own  time,  and  is  described 
in  the  ordinance  as  follows : 

"The  seal  provided  and  authorized 
for  the  city  of  Chicago  shall  be  on  an 
obverse  side  with  a  diameter  of  two  and 
three-eighths  inches,  the  impression  of 
which  is  the  representation  of  a  shield 
in  red,  white  and  blue ;  with  a  sheaf  of 
wheat  in  the  center,  in  gold;  a  ship  in 
full  sail  on  the  right  side;  on  top  a 
sleeping  infant  .reposed  as  in  a  shell,  in 
silver;  an  Indian  chief  with  a  bow  and 
arrow,  on  the  left  side,  standing  on  a 
promontory,  in  green ;  with  the  motto 
'Urbs  In  Horto,'  in  gold  on  a  red  flow- 


ing ribbon,  at  the  bottom  of  shield ;  with 
the  inscription,  'City  of  Chicago — Incor- 
porated 4th  March,  1837,'  in  gold 
within  a  blue  ring  around  the  outer 
edge  of  said  seal,  which  seal  represented 
as  aforesaid  and  used  with  or  without 
colors,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  corrected, 
established,  declared  to  have  been,  and 
now  to  be,  the  seal  of  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago. For  general  use,  the  plain  im- 
pression in  white  containing  the  figures 
as  given  will  be  sufficient. 

The  symbolic  meaning  of  the  new 
and  corrected  seal  is  rendered  thus: 

The  Indian,  represents  the  discoverer 
of  the  site  of  Chicago,  is  also  indicative 
of  the  aboriginal  contribution  which 
enters  into  its  history. 

The  ship  in  full  sail  is  emblematic 
of  the  approach  of  the  white  man's 
civilization  and  commerce. 

The  sheaf  of  wheat  is  typical  of 
activity  and  plenty,  holding  the  same 
meaning  as  the  cornucopia. 

The  nude  babe  in  the  shell  is  the 
ancient  and  classical  symbolism  of  the 
pearl,  and  Chicago  situated  at  the  neck 
of  the  lake  signifies  that  it  shall  be  "the 
gem  of  the  lakes."  The  infant,  repre- 
sented in  repose,  has  the  additional 
meaning  of  contentment,  peace  and 
purity. 

The  motto  "Urbs  In  Horto"  means 
"City  in  a  Garden." 

The  date,  "March  4th,  1837,"  sug- 
gests the  date  of  the  incorporation  of 
the  city." 

In  preparation  for  the  celebration  in 
Illinois  of  one  hundred  years  of  state- 
hood, the  Chicago  Public  Library  has 
begun  the  compilation  of  a  serviceable 
bibliography  of  materials  in  print,  both 
books  and  pamphlets  being  represented. 
Anticipating  the  demand  from  students 
of  Illinois  history,  schools,  and  citizens 
interested  in  a  general  way,  duplicates 
of  the  material  possessed  by  the  Li- 
brary are  being  acquired. 

On  the  fourth  floor  of  the  Washing- 
ton street  end  of  the  Library  a  large 
relief  map  of  Illinois  has  been  installed. 
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and  this  has  interested  many  patrons 
who  have  had  occasion  to  visit  that  sec- 
tion of  the  building. 

Preparations  are  also  under  way  for 
an  extensive  exhibit,  to  be  located  on 
the  same  floor,  of  old  publications, 
prints,  illustrations,  maps,  and  other 
graphic  material  touching  upon  the 
history  of  Illinois.  These  will  not  be 
restricted  to  the  period  of  statehood, 
but  will  comprise  as  well  historic 
episodes  within  the  picturesque  era  of 
the  French  regime,  the  brief  English 
dominion  and  territorial  days,  the  inter- 
esting stories  of  LaSalle,  Tonty  and 
Starved  Rock,  Marquette  and  the 
Indians,  Kaskaskia  and  George  Rogers 
Clark,  the  Brikbeck  settlements,  and 
other  events  of  significance.  The  Black 
Hawk  war,  the  Mormon  invasion  and 
the  Exodus  from  Nauvoo,  the  Lovejoy 
incident,  the  careers  of  Lincoln,  Grant, 
Douglas,  Logan  and  other  men  promi- 
nent in  the  earlier  state  history,  will 
also  figure  in  this  pictorial  representa- 
tion. 

In  addition  it  is  proposed  to  assemble 
for  the  use  of  clubs,  organizations  and 
schools,  a  collection  of  stereopticon 
slides  which  may  be  borrowed  without 
charge  on  suitable  conditions  for  local 
lectures. 

The  Library  will  welcome  gifts  of 
books,  prints  and  maps  that  may  prove 
interesting  in  this  connection. 


Magazines  for  Library  Readers 
The  annual  scrutiny  of  magazines  to 
be  subscribed  for  by  the  Public  Li- 
brary reveals  anew  the  immense  num- 
ber and  variety  of  these  publications 
and  the  constant  changes  taking  place 
in  this  field.  Every  new  development 
in  public  interest,  which  succeeds  in 
engaging  the  attention  of  any  consider- 
able number  of  people,  quickly  finds  ut- 
terance in  a  new  periodical  established 
to  further  the  cause.  The  Bulletin  of 
Bibliography,  itself  an  interesting  ex- 
ponent of  a  very  specialized  activity, 
maintains  a  current  list  of  "births  and 
deaths"  in  the  periodical  world.  No 


less  than  247  new  periodicals  were  here 
noted  in  1915,  while  196  were  reported 
as  having  expired  or  merged  their 
existence  with  that  of  some  other  pub- 
lication. The  present  year  has  seen  no 
material  change  in  the  vital  statistics 
of  the  periodical  world  and  it  is  one  of 
the  tasks  involved  in  compiling  the 
new  subscription  list  to  sort  out,  from 
this  annual  crowd  of  little  strangers, 
those  which  not  only  represent  a  legiti- 
mate and  reasonably  important  phase  of 
public  interest,  but  which,  also,  seem  to 
show  promise  of  enough  vitality  to  sur- 
vive at  least  during  the  period  con- 
tracted for.  Among  the  magazines 
added  to  the  list  of  those  currently  re- 
ceived— already  numbering  well  over 
thirteen  hundred  titles — are  several 
dealing  with  the  development  of  com- 
mercial opportunities  in  foreign  lands: 
"The  Russian  Review"  and  "Russia," 
and  the  "South  American"  are  timely 
additions  which  will,  it  is  hoped,  meet 
the  growing  demand  for  information  in 
these  fields.  The  realm  of  aviation  is 
entered  by  several  newcomers,  one  de- 
voting its  pages  almost  exclusively  to 
military  aircraft.  Proofreading  is  the 
subject  of  one  of  the  new  arrivals, 
Japanese  drama  of  another,  the  janitor- 
ial care  of  large  buildings  of  a  third,  the 
new  taste  in  cemetery  art  of  still  an- 
other. In  a  few  instances  favorites  of 
other  days  have  been  forced  to  retire 
because  of  a  shifting  of  public  interest. 
In  one  or  two  of  the  popular  magazines 
it  is  regrettable  to  note  a  distinct 
change  of  policy  resulting  in  a  lowered 
tone  and  a  consequent  loss  of  prestige, 
while  in  a  few  others  the  opposite  ten- 
dency has  been  observed;  magazines 
formerly  bearing  a  rather  dubious  repu- 
tation having  improved  in  standards 
and  the  character  of  their  offerings 
until  they  may  no  longer  be  ignored. 
All  of  these  elements  combine  to  make 
the  choice  of  periodicals  to  be  supplied 
to  a  large  and  highly  diversified  con- 
stituency one  of  the  interesting,  though 
not  one  of  the  easiest,  of  the  problems 
arising  in  the  day's  work.

Upon  appli- 
ation  and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
if  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
rill  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to 
Iraw  five  books  for  home  use. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
ation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
nee  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 
enewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
(even-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed, 
lie  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 
ut  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
itations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
ooks  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
elivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 

Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
tie  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
-ibrary.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  booka  OB 


the  open  shelves  or  the  books  in  the  •tacks,   which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawn 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  one  cent  a  day  on  each  work  of  non- 
fiction,  and  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work 
of  fiction,  is  imposed  whether  bound  in  one  or 
more  volumes,  which  is  not  returned  within  two 
weeks  from  the  date  of  issue.  An  additional  charge 
of  two  cents  is  made  for  each  notice  sent  for  the 
return  of  a  book,  and  no  other  books  will  be  delivered 
to  the  person  incurring  the  fine  until  it  is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  •  book  it 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Librarian.

Through  the  whole-hearted  coopera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Education,  a  splen- 
did beginning  has  been  made  in  the  in- 
stallation of  libraries  in  the  Chicago 
high  schools  for  the  use  of  students  and 
faculty.  Excellent  and  commodious 
quarters  have  been  set  aside  in  five  of 
the  high  schools,  furniture  and  other 
physical  accommodations  have  been 
supplied  by  the  School  Board,  which 
has  also  borne  the  cost  of  the  reference 
books,  cyclopedias,  dictionaries,  atlases 
and  the  like,  which  may  be  regarded  as 
part  of  the  "fixtures"  of  such  libraries 
The  Public  Library  has  supplied  care- 
fully selected  working  collections  of 
books  in  all  classes  of  literature  suit- 
able for  collateral  study  and  for  the 
general  use  of  young  people  of  high 
school  age.  The  lighter  side  of  litera- 
ture has  not  been  neglected ;  current 
fiction  as  well  as  the  classics,  good 
books  on  many  topics  not  directly 
allied  to  school  work,  and  a  wide  selec- 
tion of  periodicals  have  been  included. 
The  latter  class  includes  a  number  of 
high  grade  professional  and  trade 
magazines  in  architecture,  engineering 
and  the  like,  which  are  of  great  value 
in  the  technical  and  vocational  courses. 
Expert  librarians  have  been  assigned 
to  these  interesting  posts  from  the 
Library  staff  and  the  response,  from 
teachers  and  pupils  alike,  has  been 
most  gratifying. 

High  school  libraries  have  proven 
their  value  in  other  cities  and  have  in 
many  instances  been  developed  to  a 
high  degree  of  effectiveness.  They 
serve  a  twofold  purpose  in  making 
available  the  literary  aids  to  study, 
while,  at  the  same  time,  introducing 


the  public  library  into  the  lives  of  their 
young  patrons  at  the  habit  forming 
age  and  establishing  a  relation  to  be 
continued  in  the  years  to  come.  While 
in  some  of  the  older  high  school  build- 
ings the  arrangement  of  suitable  quar- 
ters for  a  library  has  been  found  diffi- 
cult, their  introduction  into  new  build- 
ings has  been  assured  by  the  cordial 
response  of  the  Board  of  Education  to 
the  suggestion  from  the  Library  Board 
that  such  quarters  should  be  considered 
in  all  future  plans.  This  suggestion 
was  promptly  accepted  and  blue  prints 
of  the  plans  of  the  new  Robert  Lind- 
blom  High  School,  at  W.  61st  and  S. 
Lincoln  Sts.,  which  include  a  spacious 
and  beautiful  library  room,  have  re- 
cently been  submitted  to  the  Librarian 
by  the  School  Board  architects.  Mean- 
while, at  the  Englewood  High  School 
— one  of  the  older  buildings — accept- 
able quarters  have  been  secured  by  a 
readjustment  of  rooms,  and  the  same 
plan  will  be  followed  at  the  John  Mar- 
shall High  School,  at  Adams  St.  and 
Kedzie  Ave.,  shortly  after  January  1st, 
1917.  In  all  cases  the  schools  have 
turned  over  such  collections  of  books 
as  they  possessed,  which  were  often 
well  selected,  considerable  in  numbers, 
and  showed  much  use.  The  high 
school  libraries  now  in  operation  are:

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The  Library  in  the  Campaign 
Both  the  Democratic  and  the  Re- 
publican Campaign  Headquarters, 
located  in  Chicago,  gave  ample  evi- 
dence of  their  recognition  of  the  Public 
Library  as  a  source  of  supply  for  cam- 
paign ammunition.  Their  well  organ- 
ized information  bureaus  were  almost 
constantly  in  touch  with  the  Library, 
especially  the  Civics  Department, 
either  by  telephone  or  messenger  serv- 
ice, and  many  curious,  interesting  and 
puzzling  problems  in  searching  out 
fugitive  facts  were  submitted  for  solu- 
tion, usually  in  great  haste  and  with- 
out any  collateral  information  to  facili- 
tate the  search.  A  letter  written  by 
Senator  T.  J.  Walsh,  chairman  of  the 
Democratic  committee,  expresses  his 
appreciation  "of  the  hearty  and  effect- 
ive cooperation  which  the  Chicago  Pub- 
lic Library  gave  us  in  our  efforts  to 
get  at  facts  for  the  conduct  of  the 
political  campaign  just  closing.  We 
have  had  occasion  repeatedly  to  call  for 
assistance  on  many  questions,  and  we 
have  nothing  but  praise  for  your  co- 
operation. The  members  of  our  Ref- 
erence and  Information  Bureau  have 
expressed  to  me  the  fine  spirit  of  serv- 
ice that  exists  in  the  Civics  Room,  to 
which  most  of  our  inquiries  were  sent." 
As  an  offset  to  the  demands  made 
upon  the  Library  the  two  headquarters 
have  been  very  generous  in  turning 
over  the  huge  accumulations  of  printed 
material  acquired  or  published  by  them. 
This  will  be  sifted  and  sorted  out  and 
much  of  it  will  be  added  to  the  per- 
manent collections  as  valuable  data  for 
future  historians.

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Radical  Reorganization  of  the  Library  System 

By  unanimous  vote  of  the  Library 
Board,  initial  steps  will  be  taken  at 
once  to  put  into  effect  a  radical  Library 
Reorganization  Plan  in  Chicago  whose 
purpose  is  briefly  expressed  in  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph  taken  from  an  ex- 
planatory pamphlet  about  to  be  issued : 

Library  service  within  walking  dis- 
tance of  home  for  every  person  in  the 
City  of  Chicago,  who  can  read  or  wants 
to  use  books,  in  place  of  being  compelled 
to  ride  on  street  cars  forth  and  back,  an 
average  of  10  miles  for  more  than  one- 
half  the  population. 

The  problem,  of  which  the  above  is 
the  anticipated  solution,  is  this : 

The  corporate  limits  of  Chicago  em- 
brace nearly  200  square  miles  of  terri- 
tory. 

There  are  700,000  potential  users  of 
the  Library  who  are  now  prevented 
from  using  the  Library's  best  resources 
by  reason  of  distance. 

Means  and  methods  of  expanding  the 
Library's  service  through  Regional  and 
Auxiliary  branches,  and  to  render  the 
book  collections  more  elastic  through 
daily  local  deliveries  in  all  sections  of 
the  city,  are  outlined  in  the  following 
summarized  introduction,  with  accom- 
panying map,  which  will  appear  in  the 
pamphlet  now  in  press : 


Under  the  Reorganization   Program  of  the 
Library  Board,  there  will  be  established : 
1.    Five  Regional  Branches,   situated    as    fol- 
lows : 

A — Ravenswood 
B— Garfield  Park 
C — 'Loop 
D — Englewood 
E — South    Chicago 

Seventy  Auxiliary  or  Local  Branches, 
equally  distributed  where  most  needed,  and 
where  largest  groups  of  population  live. 


2. 


There  are  now  35,  unequally  distributed. 
3.  Sixty  Deposit  Stations,  in  more  sparsely- 
settled  sections,  or  as  many  as  may  be 
necessary  to  supply  places  not  otherwise 
served.  There  are  now  28. 
One  hundred  Industrial  and  Commercial 
Branches,  or  as  many  more  as  business 
concerns  are  willing  to  equip  and  maintain. 
There  are  now  21. 

Twenty-two  High  School  Branches,  if  suit- 
able quarters  are  provided  by  the  school 
authorities.  There  are  now  5. 
Three  thousand  Class  Room  Libraries,  or 
as  many  as  may  be  needed  (traveling  col- 
lections of  50  volumes  each  supervised  by 
teachers  and  exchanged  twice  a  year). 
There  are  now  848. 

One  hundred  Special  Deposits,  (or  more, 
if  needed),  supplied  to  Y.  M.  C.  A.  houses, 
Eleanor  Clubs,  Organizations  of  Foreign 
Groups,  Women's  Clubs,  Institutions,  Spe- 
cial Groups  like  Telegraph  Messengers, 
Postal  Clerks,  etc.,  etc.  These  deposits  are 
traveling  collections  of  50  to  100  volumes, 
exchanged  monthly,  bi-monthly  or  quar- 
terly. There  are  now  29. 


Each  Regional  Branch  will  have: 

A  Floating  Collection  of  50,000  volumes  for 
use  of  Auxiliary  or  Local  branches,  as  needed, 
through  daily  delivery  service. 

A  Reference  Collection  suitably  balanced, 
for  use  of  Research  Workers,  Students,  Busi- 
ness Men,  Women's  Clubs,  etc.,  supplemented 
by  daily  delivery  from  the  Main  Library  of 
special  material  not  duplicated  in  the  Regional 
branches. 

Trained  assistants  to  conduct  story  hours, 
reference  librarians,  to  assist  club  worker*, 
teachers,  etc. 

Suitable  collections  of  books  in  foreign 
languages,  for  redistribution  to  local  centers 
where  foreign  groups  are  located. 

Automobile  delivery  truck,  with  garage  for 
housing,  to  distribute  books  daily  in  agencies 
of  the  district. 


Some  Striking  Improvements  Possible  Through 

the    Reorganization    Plan : 
The   Chicago    Public   Library   will    be    in    a 
position  to  serve  well  700,000  persons  who  now 
get  no  library  service  by  reason  of  distance, 
or  who  are  but  indifferently  served. 
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A  maximum  journey  of  32  miles  to  consult 
special  reference  material  or  to  draw  music 
scores  for  home  use  will  be  reduced  to  an 
average  of  less  than  one  mile. 


Automobile  delivery  routes  will  be  reduced 
from  32  miles  per  round  trip  to  six  miles, 
enabling  a  unit  delivery  five  times  greater  than 
now,  and  without  additional  cost. 


The  Reorganization  Plan  can  be  put  into  effect  if  the  City  Council  will  appro- 
priate, and  the  voters  ivill  approve,  a  Bond  Issue  of  $500,000,  to  be  expended  in 
the  next  Five  Years. 
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Books  Read  by  Boys  at  the  County  Jail 


In  July,  1916,  through  the  interested 
cooperation  of  Mrs.  Gertrude  Howe  Brit- 
ton,  80  books,  specially  chosen  for  the 
purpose,  were  loaned  by  the  Library  to 
the  Bureau  of  Social  Service  for  the  boys 
confined  in  the  County  Jail.  It  was  called 
the  Good  Hope  Library. 

At  the  same  time,  a  collection,  care- 
fully selected,  was  furnished  for  the 
Psychopathic  Hospital,  and  was  termed 
the  Good  Cheer  Library. 

Last  week,  through  the  cooperation  of 
Principal  O.  J.  Milliken,  a  hundred  books 
termed  collectively  the  Good  Luck  Li- 
brary were  sent  to  the  Chicago  and  Cook 
County  School  for  Boys  (formerly  the 
John  Worthy  School  in  the  Bridewell) 
for  the  use  of  the  boys  detained  there. 

Mrs.  Britton  has  just  sent  to  the  Li- 
brary an  interesting  report  of  the  use 
made  of  the  Good  Hope  Library  at  the 
County  Jail,  prefacing  her  report  with 
the  following  comment:  "This  report 
convinces  me  that  this  little  branch  li- 
brary serves  a  real  need,  and  that  any 
effort  which  we  may  put  forth  in  getting 
good  books  to  these  unfortunate  boys 
which  they  will  read,  is  very  well  worth 
while.  It  will  interest  you  to  know  that 
during  the  four  months  these  books  have 
been  in  use  not  a  single  one  has  been  de- 
faced or  lost." 

Miss  Kate  Falconer,  who  has  charge 
of  this  little  library,  adds :  "You  will  no- 
tice that  a  number  of  the  books  are  read 
more  frequently  than  others  and  that 
some  of  the  books  have  never  been  called 
for  at  all.  I  find  that  whenever  a  boy 
gets  a  book  and  likes  it  he  tells  the  others, 
and  on  the  next  library  day  four  or  five 
of  them  are  ready  to  ask  for  the  same 
book.  They  like  best  the  modern  stories 
of  adventure  like  The  Barrier  by  Rex 
Beach  and  books  from  which  a  motion 
picture  has  been  filmed  like  Sir  Nigel  and 
Michael  Strogoff.  I  wish  we  might  get 
from  the  library  more  books  by  Rex 
Beach  and  Jack  London  and  several  vol- 
umes of  poetry.  Boys  have  asked  me 
for  Scott's  poems  and  Longfellow's 
poems.  You  must  remember  they  are  in 


their  cells  twenty  hours  a  day  and  there 
are  few  distractions  so  the  boys  are  glad 
to  read  a  higher  type  of  book  than  they 
would  read,  I  am  sure,  on  the  outside." 
These  books  were  to  be  given  out  to 
the  boys  awaiting  trial  in  the  County  Jail, 
and  it  was  hoped  that  they  would  not 
only  prove  a  diversion  to  these  boys,  but 
would  be  instructive  as  well.  The  books 
were  carefully  selected  so  as  to  appeal 
to  boys  of  that  age  (17  to  21),  and  after 
using  them  six  months  the  following  lists 
will  serve  to  show  the  reading  tendency 
of  boys  of  that  age :

There  are  bulletin  screens  in  the  Civics 
Room  for  posting  notices  of  civil  service 
examinations  (city,  county,  state,  fed- 
eral), and  special  material  that  the  Room 
possesses  to  aid  intending  applicants, 
thousands  of  whom  flock  to  this  source 
of  supply.  Notices  of  interesting  mate- 
rial issued  by  Uncle  Sam  on  a  hundred 
different  topics  are  also  bulletined  from 
time  to  time. 

A  map  display,  frequently  changed  to 
give  timeliness  to  the  exhibit,  is  also  lo- 
cated in  the  Civics  Room. 


The  series  of  panels  in  the  long  corri- 
dor leading  to  the  Reading  Room  are 
used  for  revised  lists  of  magazines,  se- 
rials and  newspapers  (alphabetical  and 
classified),  daily  weather  reports,  and 
general  information  of  timely  interest. 


The  Library  and  the  Financial  World 


Frequent  inquiries  are  received  by  the 
Library  concerning  its  resources  on  the 
subjects  of  investment  and  speculation. 
In  the  Civics  Department  there  can  be 
found  on  file  some  of  the  most  up-to- 
date  and  most  authoritative  literature  on 
this  subject.  The  latest  magazines,  such 
as  The  Wall  St.  Journal  (Daily),  The 
Chicago  Economist  (weekly),  The  Lon- 
don Economist  (weekly),  and  The  Mag- 
azine of  Wall  St.  (bi-weekly)  are  on  file 
in  this  room.  The  names  of  these  peri- 
odicals indicate  what  sort  of  information 
can  be  found  within  the  covers. 

T6  supplement  these,  various  manuals, 
such  as  Moody's,  Poor's,  and  Moody 's 
Analysis  can  be  consulted  here.  The  lat- 
est annual  report,  the  status  of  bond  is- 
sues and  the  names  of  the  officials,  of 
thousands  of  corporations  are  listed  in 
these  yearbooks.  The  Cumulative  Digest 
of  Corporation  News,  a  Moody  publica- 
tion, gives  information  about  dividends, 
assessments,  and  stock  listings,  in  tabloid 
form,  of  the  leading  corporations  of  the 
United  States,  with  references  to  the 
source  of  information.  In  addition,  the 
government  itself  issues  various  bulletins, 


which  are  worth  the  time  of  the  business 
man  to  consult.  The  Federal  Reserve 
Board  Bulletin,  a  monthly  publication, 
besides  noting  important  banking  data, 
gives  a  summary  of  business  conditions 
in  the  twelve  reserve  districts.  The  new 
Federal  Loan  Board  has  issued  in  the 
last  few  weeks  bulletins  on  rural  credit. 
For  the  man  interested  in  the  grain  mar- 
ket, the  Library  receives  a  weekly  news 
letter  and  a  monthly  report  of  crop  con- 
ditions, and  for  information  on  the  vege- 
table and  fruit  market  there  is  a  daily 
bulletin.  Valuable  comparative  figures 
may  be  obtained  from  all  of  the  annual 
reports. 

The  student  of  finance  and  banking 
problems  will  find  the  most  recent  books 
and  pamphlets  reserved  for  reference  use 
in  this  department,  with  duplicate  copies 
of  many  to  be  circulated  for  home  use. 
The  daily  newspapers  are  diligently 
searched  for  items  on  financial  topics. 
These  are  clipped  and  filed  with  the  pam- 
phlets on  the  same  subject.  A  few  of 
such  subjects  are  listed  below.

Have  You  a  Music  Card? 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Music  Room 
in  the  Main  Library,  two  years  ago,  its 
use  has  steadily  increased.  Every  ac- 
credited card-holder  is  entitled,  upon  ap- 
plication, to  a  Music  Card,  entitling  the 
bearer  to  draw  for  home  use,  one  piece 
of  bound  music  (operatic  score,  sym- 
phony, cantata,  collections,  etc.),  and  five 
pieces  of  sheet  music.  Bound  volumes 


may  be  retained  four  weeks,  and  sheet 
music  two  weeks.  Since  the  opening  of 
the  department,  51,705  pieces  have  been 
issued  for  home  use.  In  this  total,  the 
several  parts  for  duets,  trios,  quartettes, 
etc.,  are  counted  as  one,  although  sep- 
arately bound. 

Importation  of  music  scores  from  Eu- 
rope has  practically  ceased  during  the 
great  war,  but  the  Library  has  secured 
(with  some  difficulty)  a  number  of  copies 
of  the  operatic  novelties  added  to  this 
season's  list  at  the  Auditorium,  and  these 
are  being  issued  as  usual  on  Music  Cards, 
except  that,  during  the  Grand  Opera  sea- 
son, they  are  subject  to  the  regulations 
governing  Seven-Day  books. 

With  the  extension  of  the  Civic  Music 
Association's  activities  to  include  a  series 
of  ten  Sunday  afternoon  concerts  by  the 
American  Symphony  Orchestra  in  school 
auditoriums  in  different  parts  of  the  city, 
it  is  expected  that  the  impulse  among  the 
people  for  the  study,  as  well  as  the  en- 
joyment, of  music,  will  make  increased 
demands  upon  the  resources  of  the  Li- 
brary, and  preparations  are  under  way  to 
meet  this  demand. 

At  the  instance  of  Director  Oscar 
Mayer,  who  has  taken  an  active  interest 
in  the  Music  Room  since  its  inception,  a 
letter  has  been  addressed  to  representa- 
tives of  Italian,  Bohemian,  Polish,  Lith- 
uanian, Ruthenian,  Russian,  Scandinav- 
ian, Hungarian,  Lettish,  and  other  mu- 
sical organizations  in  Chicago,  inviting 
their  cooperation  in  securing  an  adequate 
representation  of  their  national  music. 

A  New  Library  Training  Class 

An  examination  for  entrance  to  the 
Training  Class  will  be  held  December  30 
at  9  o'clock.  The  minimum  educational 
requirement  for  admission  to  the  exam- 
ination is  a  complete  high  school  course. 
Questions  include  history,  literature,  and 
general  information. 

The  class  will  open  February  5,  and 
continue  for  at  least  six  months.  No 
salary  is  paid  to  members  of  the  Train- 
ing Class. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  position  in  the  Li- 
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brary,  a  candidate  must  pass  a  Civil  Serv- 
ice examination,  which  is  usually  given 
soon  after  the  close  of  the  course  in  the 
Training  Class.  If  one  is  appointed  to  a 
position  after  passing  this  examination, 
the  salary  begins  at  forty  dollars  a  month. 
An  application  blank  will  be  sent  to 
anyone  who  will  indicate  her  desire  to 
take  the  entrance  examination  on  Decem- 
ber 30. 

Library  Not  Open  Christmas 
Every  department  of  the  Main  Library 
will  be  closed  on  Monday,  Dec.  25,  and 
likewise  all  branches.  On  the  Sunday 
before  Christmas  the  branches  will  also 
be  closed,  but  the  Reading  and  Reference 
Rooms  of  the  Main  Library  will  be  open 
to  the  public  as  usual  from  9  a.  m.  to  6 
p.  m. 

On  New  Year's  day  all  branches  will 
remain  closed.  The  Circulation  depart- 
ment of  the  Main  Library  will  also  be 
closed.  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms 
open  from  9  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 


The  Library  on  Its  Own  Feet 

By  the  provisions  of  an  act  passed  by 
the  last  Legislature,  it  was  planned  to 
consolidate  a  number  of  local  so-called 
taxing  bodies,  and  to  change  their  gov- 
erning boards  in  various  ways.  One  pro- 
vision proposed  to  abolish  the  Library 
Board,  vesting  the  control  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  Library  in  the  City  Coun- 
cil, presumably  through  one  of  its  com- 
mittees. A  number  of  civic  organiza- 
tions, two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  set  for 
the  referendum,  undertook  an  energetic 
campaign  against  interference  with  the 
Library.  The  voters  decisively  disap- 
proved the  proposed  Consolidation  Act, 
the  adverse  majority  reaching  a  total  of 
110,386.  Both  men  and  women  voters 
expressed  disapproval  as  shown  by  the 
summary  of  the  count:

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Any  resident  of  Chicago,  or  any  person  residing  in 
Jook  County  having  permanent  employment  in  the 
:ity,  may  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Library  by  hav- 
ng  a  resident  of  the  city,  whose  name  must  appear 
n  the  city  directory,  act  as  a  guarantor.  Upon  appli- 
ation  and  compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations 
>f  the  Board  of  Directors  a  card  good  for  three  years 
will  be  issued,  which  will  permit  the  applicant  to 
draw  five  books  for  home  use. 

Teachers  are  accorded  special  privileges  upon  appli- 
:ation. 

Books  may  be  retained  two  weeks  and  may  be 
jnce  renewed  for  the  same  period.  Books  may  be 

enewed  but  once.  Books  of  recent  purchase  labeled 
Seven-day  books  cannot  be  transferred  or  renewed. 
The  card  must  be  presented  whenever  a  book  is  taken 

ut  or  renewed. 

Books  issued  at  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery 
Stations  may  be  returned  at  the  Main  Library,  but 
books  cannot  be  applied  for  at  the  Main  Library  and 
lelivered  to  Circulating  Centers  or  Delivery  Stations. 

Any  person  of  good  deportment  and  habits  may  use 
he  various  Reading  and  Reference  Rooms  of  the 
Library.  No  card  is  required  to  use  the  books  on 


the  open  shelves  or   the   books  in   the  stacks,   which 
must  be  applied  for. 

A  change  of  residence  should  be  reported  to  the 
Library  immediately. 

A  card  holder  is  responsible  for  all  books  drawr 
on  the  card,  by  whomsoever  presented,  and  for  all 
fines  incurred.  If  a  card  is  lost,  immediate  notice 
must  be  given  to  the  Library.  A  new  card  will  be 
issued  thirty  days  after  such  notice. 

A  fine  of  one  cent  a  day  on  each  work  of  non- 
fiction,  and  three  cents  a  day  on  each  work 
of  fiction,  is  imposed  whether  bound  in  one  or 
more  volumes,  -which  is  not  returned  within  two 
weeks  from  the  date  of  issue.  An  additional  charge 
of  two  cents  is  made  for  each  notice  sent  for  the 
return  of  a  book,  and  no  other  books  will  be  delivered 
to  the  person  incurring  the  fine  until  it  Is  paid. 

A  card  holder  should  also  see  that  the  call  number 
is  crossed  off  the  order  slip  whenever  a  book  i« 
drawn. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  is  prohibited,  and  all 
injuries  to  books  beyond  reasonable  wear  and  all 
losses  must  be  promptly  adjusted  to  the  satisfactior 
of  the  Librarian.
